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CHANCE TO REPAY 
OUR WAR HEROES 



ORGANISERS at the 
Poppy Appeal’s headquar¬ 
ters are confident the reces¬ 
sion won’t stop public dona¬ 
tions from reaching a sev¬ 
enth consecutive record- 
breaking total. 

Last year just under £31 million 
was raised for the Royal British 
Legion’s welfare fund - including 
more than £lm fron Kent - and 
early indications are that this year’s 
appeal will top that figure. 

Money raised from the sale of pop¬ 
pies helps support current and for¬ 
mer servicemen and women and 
their families, with the ongoing con¬ 
flicts in Afghanistan and Iraq bring¬ 
ing the issue ever closer to home. 

All will be remembered at services 
throughout the county today, which 
will be marked as usual with a two- 
minute silence at 11am and the lay¬ 
ing of wreaths at war memorials in 
towns and villages. 

For the last few weeks staff at the 
Poppy Appeal’s national HQ in 
Aylesford, near Maidstone, have 


been kitting out their army of volun¬ 
teers - including more than 1,500 in 
Kent - with everything they need in 
the run-up to Remembrance Day. 

Appeal head Nick Buckley said: “It 
was remarkable to raise just under 
£31m last year and we’re hoping to 
go past that and have another 
record year, which we have had for 
the past six years. 

“The early signs are very encour¬ 
aging, and despite the recession peo¬ 
ple are being fantastically generous. 
Our volunteers have been exception¬ 
al once again too, and are out there 
collecting whatever the weather. 

“We’ve distributed 41 million pop¬ 
pies this year but that part of the 
operation is beginning to ease down, 
although the financial side is still 
very hectic. 

“Our volunteers also call in a lot 
with various problems or questions 
about when or where they are 


allowed to collect. The phone never 
stops ringing at this time of year.” 

The Poppy Appeal brings in about 
half of the Royal British Legion’s 
annual fundraising total every year. 

Last year about £750,000 was dis¬ 
tributed in grants to former and cur¬ 
rent servicemen living in Kent. 

This year’s campaign, which was 
launched last November by wartime 
forces’ sweetheart Dame Vera Lynn, 
highlights the need to support the 
Afghan generation’ of wounded and 
bereaved. 

Mr Buckley said: “The money goes 
to the welfare programme and we 
spend about a million pounds a 
week on serving and ex-servicemen 
and women and their families, rang¬ 
ing from young children through to 
the old man with his medals in the 
care home. 

'We’re also very much involved in

TODAY across the country memo¬ 
rials will be held to remember our 
war dead. 

In London, wreaths will be laid at the 
Cenotaph. In Kent, remembrance services 
will be held throughout the county - from 
Dover to Gravesend. We will remember the 
sacrifice made by so many, over generations, 
in service of the country, in defiance of tyran¬ 
ny and in defence of freedom. 

We will remember, too, the sacrifice of the 
millions of young men from the United 
States, from across Europe, and from the far- 
flung Commonwealth who fought side by side 
in two World Wars for that same cause. 

This year saw the passing of Harry Patch, 
the last remaining ‘Tommy’ who fought in the 
trenches during World War One. 

This means we have lost our last living link 
to the fighting in the trenches of the Western 
Front. Harry and his generation stood firm in 
the face of extraordinary adversity and 
unimaginable suffering. 

Those who fought in and supported the 
effort in World War Two are entering the 
autumn of their years. In one of the darkest 
hours this country has faced, they stood up to 
be counted. We are for ever indebted to them 
for the freedoms we enjoy today. 

Brave men and women are again defending 
our national interest in Afghanistan. 
Without our presence there, along with 41 
other nations, our safety and security would 
be reduced. For me, the wearing of the red 
poppy in October and November is a tradition 
so familiar, so ingrained, so much a regular 
entry in the national diary, that it seems to 



mark the passing of the season as clearly as 
the falling of the leaves. We in Britain have a 
deep and abiding respect for our Armed 
Forces. This is not only evident on 
Remembrance Sunday. It can be seen in the 
success of the first Armed Forces Day held in 
June this year. It can be seen in the support 
for charities such as Help For Heroes, and ex- 
service organisations like the Royal British 
Legion. It can be seen in the spontaneous 
response of the people of Wootton Bassett lin¬ 


ing the streets to pay tribute to those who 
have fallen in Afghanistan. 

Many of the young men and women serving 
in bases throughout Kent are drawn from our 
local communities. Every Kent-based unit 
has seen recent operational service, some of 
the servicemen and women from Kent are on 
the frontline now. 

Britain is not a militarised society. The 
experience of conscription and national serv¬ 
ice in the 20th century was unusual in our 
long history. 

Though most in Britain now have little 
direct experience of service, links with the 
Armed Forces remain strong through family 
connections, membership of organisations 
such as the cadets, and the familiarity bred 
from living in garrison towns or naval ports. 

As a society we have a duty to do all we can 
to look after the estimated 4.5 million veter¬ 
ans who have been prepared to put their lives 
on the line in our defence. 

Many don’t need specialised help, but we 
need to make sure that any veteran who does 
need help has somewhere to turn. A new one- 
stop-shop phone number for veterans, service 
personnel and their families has now been set 
up - 08000 223366. 

It’s free and will provide a first port of call 
for those seeking advice or who want to know 
what help they can get. 

As we lay wreaths today, as we remember 
the sacrifices that have been made on our 
behalf by previous generations, I hope that 
we will all keep in our thoughts those men 
and women currently serving in Afghanistan. 

They are the new breed of heroes. They 
deserve our support.

helping people affected by current operations. 

“We provide a lot of support for them and 
their families and have so far helped more 
than 10,000 people affected by Afghanistan 
and Iraq. Tragically, that’s an awful lot of peo¬ 
ple who have needed our assistance.” 

The first official Poppy Day was held in 
Britain on November 11, 1921, and was 
inspired by the poem In Flanders’ Fields by 
John McCrae. 

It has since become a key event in the 
nation’s calendar and the poppy is now part 
of everyday dress in the weeks leading up to 
Remembrance Day. 

Producers of the popular BBC TV show 


Strictly Come Dancing were criticised this 
week for refusing to allow contestants to 
wear them during routines, but changed their 
stance after a backlash. 

Mr Buckley explained why the Poppy 
Appeal did not initially wish to comment on 
the row. 

He said: “If they made a considered decision 
that it wouldn’t be good to wear a poppy dur¬ 
ing a dance then we respect that. 

‘We wouldn’t go rushing in saying it’s a dis¬ 
grace because the BBC is very supportive of 
the appeal in general, and Bruce Forsyth and 
the other people on the show were all wear¬ 
ing them.” 

Meanwhile, Lord Lieutenant of Kent Allan 


Willett has challenged cadet units through¬ 
out the county to raise £50,000 for this year’s 
Poppy Appeal and help the Royal British 
Legion - of which he is a patron - break the 
£31m target. 

Last year they raised £30,000 between 
them. 

Mr Willett said: “The Legion and the many 
seriously injured ex-service personnel they 
help are extremely grateful for the cadets’ 
efforts. 

“But knowing the high calibre, dedication 
and enthusiasm they possess, I believe they 
can do even better, especially at a time when 
we are in the run-up to the 150th anniversary 
of the founding of the cadet movement.”

‘Parkway’ stations idea 
for high-speed trains 


TRANSPORT chiefs want to build four ‘park¬ 
way 7 train stations in Kent to take advantage 
of the new Channel Tunnel rail link. 

Maidstone and Thanet would both receive 
entirely new stations as part of the county 
council’s 20-year strategy for economic 
growth, while existing sites at Westenhanger, 
near Folkestone, and Appledore, on Romney 
Marsh, would be given major upgrades. 

Geoff Mee, director of integrated strategy 
and planning for Kent County Council, said: 
“The proposed stations would provide a sig¬ 
nificant amount of car parking to enable peo¬ 
ple to access the high-speed train services 
much more easily than before. 

“They [parkway stations] would be trans¬ 
port hubs, so buses would also go to them 
and there would be provision for cyclists.” 

Mr Mee said Maidstone was most in need 
of a new station, as journey times to London 
on High Speed One are currently over an 
hour when they could be less than 30 min¬ 
utes from a more suitable location. 


The High Speed One fast service will come 
into full operation next month, enabling com¬ 
muters to travel from Ashford to London in 
just 37 minutes and from Dartford and 
Gravesend in less than 20. 

The parkway proposal is just one of sever¬ 
al put forward in Mr Mee’s Growth Without 
Gridlock report, which forms part of a wider 
regeneration framework entitled Unlocking 
Kent’s Potential. 

Rush hour 

It will be discussed by county councillors on 
Tuesday before going out for public consulta¬ 
tion. 

Other proposals within the document 
include a new bus rapid transit system and 
the formation of a Kent Passenger Transport 
Authority, examples of which already exist in 
areas such as Greater Manchester. 

Such an authority would allow Kent to run 
more high-speed trains during rush hour, 
bring down fares for commuters and so on.

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School places cheating is 
widespread , says exp ert 


EDUCATION chiefs do not 
understand the full scale of par¬ 
ents cheating to get places in the 
best schools for their children, 
says an independent adviser. 

Former Kent headteacher Peter Read feels 
far more parents get away with address 
fraud than are investigated by local author¬ 
ities, and is backing a new Government-com¬ 
missioned report calling for a crackdown. 

Written by former Kent County Council 
education director Ian Craig, the study says 
an estimated 3,500 parents nationally lie on 
school application forms each year. 

However, both KCC and Medway Council 
deny there is a big problem in Kent. 

Mr Read said: “The problem is local 
authorities don’t investigate enough and 
people are getting away with it, which 
encourages others to do the same. 

“I receive reports from parents who are 
concerned others are cheating, but it is rare 
that these people are ever found out. 

“If councils are saying it’s not a problem, 
then they don’t know the full scale of it. They 
don’t dig deep enough. 

‘When KCC does choose to take action, it 
delegates the investigation to whichever 
school is involved. I was dealing with one 
case last year where we reported to KCC 
that we had found a case of address fraud, 
but they put it to the school, which said it 
trusted its parents. It was only when we 
pushed it that the child lost their place.”

Dr Craig was commissioned to carry out 
the report as a result of a London authority’s 
failed attempt to use the 2006 Fraud Act to 
prosecute a parent who had allegedly lied 
about her address to get her son into a pop¬ 
ular primary. After seeking legal advice, 
Harrow Council was told the legislation did 
not apply and the action was dropped. 

As part of his report, Dr Craig asked the 
150 English education authorities to provide 
information on the scale of fraudulent or 
misleading applications in their area. 

Two-fifths of the 123 councils that 
responded said the problem was a growing 
one, with a total of 1,100 investigated inci¬ 
dents reported. 

Misleading 

Of the 16,270 secondary school admissions 
processed by KCC in September, only 13 
were flagged up as misleading. Just six were 
found to be fraudulent of the 14,750 recep¬ 
tion year applications made. Medway 
Council was unable to provide figures. 

Dr Craig’s report recommends local 
authorities use all means open to them to 
deter parents from cheating, such as remov¬ 
ing places from the guilty and pursuing 
them through the courts. Mr Read, who runs 
Kent Independent Education Advice, agreed 
this was the best way forward. 

He said: “Some parents cheat because they 
want the best for their children and if faced 


with a situation where a school is inaccessi¬ 
ble they will sometimes break the rules. 

“But they shouldn’t. It’s wrong and they’ve 
stolen a place from someone else. What’s 
needed is strong policing of the system. 

“The child in question will suffer, but it 
seems a necessary solution to remove them 
if their parents are found to have cheated. 

“If parents knew this would be the out¬ 
come it might stop them in the first place.” 

Education director Rosalind Turner said 
while KCC did not consider fraudulent 
applications to be a big problem in Kent, it 
took any potential abuse seriously. 

She said: “We investigate cases brought to 
our attention. These tend to be made by 
schools that carry out address checks. 

“The Secretary of State [Ed Balls] has pub¬ 
lished his response to the chief adjudicator 
[Dr Craig] and asked him to investigate 
what further action might be appropriate. 
We wait with interest to see what recom¬ 
mendations are made.” 

A Medway Council official said: “As part of 
our admissions process, we do check 
addresses for all secondary school applicants 
and whenever a query may arise concerning 
the legitimacy of an application, parents will 
be contacted and asked to provide further 
evidence of residence. All queries concerning 
fraudulent applications are investigated.”

Arm loss firm fined 

A STONE company has been made to pay 
more than £13,000 after a delivery driver lost 
an arm when a stack of slabs fell on him. 

The injured man, who had been unloading 
three 220kg stone slabs from his lorry in 
Bedlam Court Lane in Minster, Thanet, in 
September, 2008, had to have his left arm 
amputated at the roadside. 

Colin Parker Masonry, of Spalding, Lines, 
was prosecuted and fined £3,000 and ordered 
to pay full costs of £10,603 by Margate magis¬ 
trates on Thursday. 

MEP’s Lisbon focus 

DANIEL Hannan has quit the Tory front- 
bench at the European Parliament over David 
Cameron’s decision to drop plans for a referen¬ 
dum on the Lisbon Treaty. 

The outspoken Kent MEP, who was legal 
affairs spokesman for just two months, said he 
wanted to return to the backbenches to focus 
on campaigning for a referendum and 
appealed to fellow Conservatives to join him.

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Family reveal distress as 
son’s killer is sentenced 


A MURDERER has been sentenced to life 
imprisonment for killing a man in a drunken 
fight. 

Sean Maher attacked Darren Turner in 
Cliftonville in March, and was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court this week. 

He must serve a minimum of 14 years, less 
the 215 days he spent on remand. 

The brawl ended with Maher, 21, stabbing 
Mr Turner, 36, who died despite the efforts of 
medical teams at the QEQM Hospital in 
Margate to save him. 

Police were called to an address in 
Wilderness Hill on March 31, after Mr 
Turner had been stabbed. 

Maher ran from the scene and discarded 
his clothes to try to cover up what he had 
done. 

Det Con Maria Shepherd said: 

‘Witnesses said the fight had 
been the result of a worthless 
argument, but the presence of a 
knife, added to alcohol, turned a 
scuffle into a murder which has 
devastated so many lives.” 

While the killing was taking 
place, a young girl called the 
police, pleading for help. 

Det Con Shepherd said: “It is

shocking that they witnessed such extreme 
violence.” 

The parents of Mr Turner paid tribute to 
their son. 

They said: “On April 1 we received the dev¬ 
astating news no parent wants to hear: that 
our only son had died. The effect it has had 
on us and our extended family is huge. 

“Darren was happy-go-lucky and enjoyed 
life to the full. He had many friends and this 
has devastated them as well. 

“His only sister, brother-in-law and his two 


young nephews have found it very hard to 
come to terms with Darren’s loss and cannot 
believe they will not see him again. We, as 
parents, find everyday life very tough and 
cannot believe we will not see him again. 

“The defendant will still have a full life 
ahead of him but this is what we have been 
denied.” 

Judge Jeremy Carey commended the offi¬ 
cers who worked on the case, and in particu¬ 
lar the sensitive way in which the children 
involved were dealt with. 
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Undersea national park 
proposed for Channel

MARINE experts in Kent are 
looking to create a ‘national park 
of the sea’ in the English Channel. 

Similar to areas that are protected on land, 
the new Marine Conservation Zone will 
ensure that much of the UK wildlife living in 
the sea will be protected. 

Marine life is under threat from factors 
such as overfishing, pollution and habitat 
disruption through dredging of the seabed. 

The Balanced Seas project, managed by 
Sue Wells at the University of Kent at 
Canterbury, is part of the Government’s 
Marine and Coastal Access Bill. 

Mrs Wells said it aims to outline key zones 
where fish, birds, plant life and geology can 
be protected. 

World famous marine habitats such as 
Australia’s Great Barrier Reef and the 
Florida Keys in the United States are man¬ 
aged by similar laws where sea-based activi¬ 
ties are regulated or restricted. 

Mrs Wells said: “Balanced Seas looks at the 
management of UK marine waters from the 
Suffolk and Essex border round to the 
Hampshire and Dorset border. 

“This includes the Thames Estuary and the 
Dover Strait. A lot of the wildlife here is 
already under threat and as the human pop¬

ulation grows the threat will only get 
greater.” 

Mrs Wells and her team are working with 
marine organisations to map out the areas 
that need protection. 

They are also working with regular sea 
users and those who make a living in the 
Channel, including fishermen, ferry compa¬ 
nies and wind farm developers. 

She said: “Fishing, for example, is one of 
the things we need to look at. It’s all about 
balancing up the industry while ensuring 
there is no exploitation. 

“There is a lot of work that goes on in the 
sea and we want to work closely with those 


involved to make sure the areas they use 
don’t conflict too much with where the 
Marine Conservation Zone will be. 

“We don’t want to stop people fishing or 
enjoying the sea. Activities just need to be 
regulated.” 

Information about wildlife in the Channel 
is constantly being gathered by divers and 
the Balanced Seas team use it as part of 
their research. 

Mrs Wells said: “There are lots of fish and 
other marine life in the Channel, but on top 
of that there are beautiful underwater 
seascapes that people just don’t know about. 

“We all know about landscapes such as the

White Cliffs of Dover, but little is known 
about what lies beneath the waters.” 

A group is being set up involving sea users 
so they can have a say on proposals.

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Making slow but steady progress in cleaning environment 


THE humble snail isn’t often credited as offer¬ 
ing anything more useful than dinner for a 
Frenchman, but some endangered varieties in 
Kent are helping protect the environment. 

The knock-on effect of keeping them safe is 
also helping a whole range of insects, snails 
and other invertebrates in marshland and 
other wet places, say a team of experts. 

Many of these species are now so threatened 
they have been given legal protection or made 
the subject of special action plans to protect 
their habitats. 

Ecologists at Cardiff University have shown 
conserving three of Britain’s rarest snails has 
had unexpected benefits, and one of the sites is 
in the Stour Valley. Land has been set aside 
and managed for the snails, but the unique

and special places that protect them are also 
helping other species by providing some of the 
cleanest water in the country. 

Scientists think that, by acting as a stimulus 
to restrict chemical and fertiliser use on land 
around the protected sites, snail conservation 
has provided an incentive to protect water 
quality. They are particularly proud of the 
shining ram’s horn, the little whirlpool ram’s 
horn and the large-mouthed valve snail. 

These three are Europe’s rarest snails and 
live in drainage ditches on wet grasslands. 

Smaller than a little fingernail, all three 
have declined markedly in recent decades 
because of habitat loss or pollution. They 
are among approximately 900 species 
listed on the UK Biodiversity Action Plan, of 


which half are invertebrates. 

Professor Steve Ormerod, of Cardiff 
University’s School of Biosciences, who led the 
work in Kent, said: “We are realising increas¬ 
ingly that species conservation gives us wider 
benefits because it helps protect other features 
in the environment. 

“This appears to be just as valid when we 
conserve even humble animals, such as snails, 
as it is for bigger and more charismatic ones.” 

Dr Isabelle Durance, another member of the 
Cardiff team, said: “For the last decade, there 
has been a major battle to halt the loss of bio¬ 
diversity by 2010, but we’re failing. This evi¬ 
dence about the wider benefits and value of 
conserving rare invertebrates comes at a criti¬ 
cal time to help focus new efforts.” 
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MP’s wife vows 
to fight if Kelly 
gives her boot 

THE wife of a veteran MP has vowed to 
fight a controversial report that recom¬ 
mends she be sacked from working for 
her husband. 

Suzy Gale has worked for North Thanet 
Conservative MP Roger Gale for almost 
27 years, but could soon be given the boot 
under new rules proposed as part of a 
shake-up of the MPs’ expenses system. 

The plans were laid out in a report pub¬ 
lished this week by Sir Christopher Kelly. 

Mrs Gale, who is a fully-qualified exec¬ 
utive PA and secretary, told KoS it was 
unfair that dedicated employees had 
been caught up in the expenses scandal. 

She said: “We have been lumped in with 
the expenses issue just because one or 
two people abused the system, even 
though there are still lots of MPs’ rela¬ 
tives who are doing a fantastic job.” 

Confident 

Mrs Gale, who has threatened to sue if 
she is forced to quit, said she was confi¬ 
dent she was the best person for the job 
and “not just some old dear banging 
away on a typewriter”. 

She added: “We have employment law 
on our side and probably have a case for 
discrimination, too, because there’s been 
nothing to suggest somebody who lives 
with an MP but is not married to him or 
her will be forced to give up their job. 

“It’s ludicrous and what we all resent is 
that the public now hate us when all we 
want to do is get on with our jobs.” 

The Kelly report will now go out for 
consultation before a new expenses sys¬ 
tem is implemented next spring. 


Elderly charity aims to take 
the dread out of Christmas

MEMORIES of better days gone by could spell another mis¬ 
erable Christmas for hundreds of elderly residents, writes 
Steve Knight. 

The festive season is typically one of 
the toughest times of the year for those 
with little or no family and friends, 
with an Age Concern survey suggest¬ 
ing one in three people over the age of 
55 dread its arrival. 

However, one charity is determined 
to make this Christmas as enjoyable 
as possible for the county’s elderly and 
is calling on other organisations and 
individuals to help do the same. 

The Abbeyfield Kent Society offers 
sheltered housing and residential care 
to more than 450 people through its 14 
homes, and as part of a new fund-rais¬ 
ing campaign hopes to support non¬ 
clients as well by inviting them to 
Christmas Day dinner. 

Chief executive Leon Steer said: 

“Some people seem to forget that elder¬ 
ly people were once young too and 
have had enjoyable Christmases in the 
past. That’s why it can be a depressing 
time of year for many because they 
remember the good times. 

“We try to make it as pleasant as we 
can for people who might otherwise be 
forgotten, but we only have so much 
money to go around. If we can raise 
more we can make them a bit more 
special. Current figures indicate that 
one in three over-85s is severely lone¬ 
ly and dying on their own. We don’t 


want people to slip off the radar.” 

Volunteers from the society will be 
visiting shopping centres throughout 
Kent this month to talk to people 
about the issues faced by elderly peo¬ 
ple such as loneliness, helplessness 
and boredom. The roadshow forms 
part of Abbeyfield’s Who Cares? cam¬ 
paign, which recently established a 
bursary to bridge the funding gap for 
residents who can no longer afford the 
cost of care. 

Concern 

Mr Steer said: “I became concerned 
about a number of residents in our 
homes who live with the daily fear that 
they will become homeless when their 
money runs out. Social services are 
unable to cover the full costs and end 
up leaving a shortfall, so we agreed 
last year to start a bursary fund to try 
and top up the shortfall. 

“A lot of people I have met do have 
sufficient funds, but because none of us 
know how long we are going to live, 
there is a fear. This fund gives them 
that sense of security.”

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Cervical screening rates 
up, thanks to Jade Goody

THE 'Jade Goody effect’ has con¬ 
tributed to a countywide increase 
in the number of women being 
screened for cervical cancer. 

Awareness of the disease went through the 
roof following the reality television star’s diag¬ 
nosis and subsequent death in March, and 
new NHS figures show uptake rates have too. 

The percentage of eligible women who have 
accepted a screening request has increased at 
all of Kent and Medway’s primary care trusts, 
as well as at those in Bromley and Bexley 

All now have uptake rates above 80 per cent, 
while the national average is 78.9 per cent. 

Dr John Rodriguez - public health screen¬ 
ing lead for Kent and Medway - told KOS 
Media the figures would be even more 
impressive had the NHS report in question 
covered a shorter length of time. 

He said: “The percentages we are seeing 
don’t fully reflect the situation because the 
report looks at uptake rates over a five-year 
period ending in March. Therefore the earlier 
figures are weighing the improved ones down. 

“What we now call the ‘Jade Goody effect’ 
caused the number of women responding to 
our screening requests to shoot up. It hap¬ 
pened about halfway through January and 
peaked in March, when we had double the 
number of women compared to January 
which is a huge increase. 


‘We really want this to continue, but it has 
slipped back recently. 

“It’s terribly sad that it takes something like 
Jade’s death to perhaps frighten some people 
into having this test. But we don’t want to 
frighten people - we want them to come for¬ 
ward positively so we can help reduce the 
chances of them catching this horrible disease.” 

With an uptake rate of 83.2 per cent, com¬ 
pared to 82.8 last year, NHS West Kent had 
the highest of Kent’s primary care trusts. 

Medway’s was 82 per cent (compared to 
81.8 per cent), Eastern and Coastal was 80.8 
per cent (80.7), Bexley was 82.1 per cent 
(81.5) and Bromley was 81.9 per cent (81.3). 

Frightened 

While Dr Rodriguez admits cervical cancer 
screening tests are not 100 per cent effective, 
he estimates that 140 lives are saved every 
year in Kent and Medway because of them. 

In comparison, about 30 women die every 
year, the majority of whom do not have a good 
screening history. 

He said: “I think some people have other 
things going on in their lives and maybe find it 
difficult to find the time or make it a priority. 
Other people may be frightened they are going 
to get some bad news and so think it’s perhaps 
best to put it out of their minds completely. 

“It appears to me the majority of women take 
the invitation and attend almost immediately 
and it would be great if eveiybody did that. 

“Those who don’t come should realise 
they’re in the minority and are putting them¬ 
selves at more risk unnecessarily.”

Poachers trapped 

A CAMPAIGN clamping down on illegal hare 
coursing and poaching has been launched in 
Maidstone. 

Police will work with farmers and game- 
keepers to build up intelligence about offend¬ 
ers as part of the scheme, which runs until 
January 31. 

Sgt Mathew Chapman said: “Poaching and 
hare coursing are often linked to other kinds of 
rural crime such as theft and burglaiy. We want 
offenders to know that neither will be tolerated 
and we will deal with offenders robustly.”

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Cancer patient with 
a trick up his sleeve 


A YOUNG magician is hoping to pull off 
his biggest trick to date by beating a rare 
form of bone cancer, writes Steve 
Knight. 

Last Christmas 11-year-old Lewis Fuller, from 
Biddenden, near Ashford, was fighting for his life in hos- 
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pital just months after being diagnosed with 
Ewing’s sarcoma, which some experts believe 
is linked to rapid bone growth. 

However, just under a year on and the 
Magic Circle member is fighting fit and 
wowing audiences throughout Kent with 
his impressive repertoire of table-top tricks. 

Dad Jason, a civil engineer, said: “It will 
be another year before Lewis gets back to 
his old strength, but it’s amazing to think 
that last Christmas he was fighting for his 
life and now he’s on top of the world. 

“He finished his chemotherapy in January 
and is in remission now but he has to go to 
hospital every eight weeks for check-ups. 

New toys 

“Lewis’ attitude towards his illness has 
been unbelievable. He’s never lost faith and 
has been a true positive spirit, and has actu¬ 
ally helped the whole family through it.” 

Doctors diagnosed Ewing’s sarcoma in 
April last year after the youngster was taken 
into A&E at Ashford’s William Harvey 
Hospital with a bump on his collarbone. 

Fewer than 30 children per year in the UK 
are found to be suffering with the cancer. 

Lewis spent two days in intensive care 
after having his collarbone removed at the 
William Harvey, while his chemotherapy 
sessions took place at the University 
College Hospital in London. 

Mr Fuller said: “One day while he was hav¬ 


ing chemotherapy I got him a magic set from 
Hamleys and he just took to it straight away. 

“The hospital was visited by a magician 
the same day and he took Lewis through 
some of the tricks, and he was a natural. 

‘We wrote to Etienne Pradier, who’s a well- 
known French magician who lives in Kent, 
and he agreed to help train Lewis for tree.” 

While Lewis was undergoing therapy, his 
parents - Mr Fuller and his wife Vicki - 
raised more than £20,000 through charity 
events, a third of which was used to buy 
new toys for youngsters treated at the 
William Harvey’s Padua Ward. 

The remainder was split between the 
University College Hospital and the Bone 
Cancer Research Trust, but the family’s 
fundraising has not yet come to an end. 

Mr Fuller said: “You can hire Lewis for 
£50 per hour, and £10 of that goes to the 
Bone Cancer Research Trust. The rest he 
spends on equipment for his acts. 

“He’s really good and people are often 
amazed at how well he does the tricks. He’s 
done lots of shows and has also performed 
with comic Dave Lee to help raise money 
for the new Marlowe Theatre. 

“But because he’s a member of the Young 
Magicians’ Club of the Magic Circle he 
won’t tell anyone how the tricks are done, 
so I’m as much in the dark as anyone.”

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Eurostar 
cleaners 
in strike 
threat

THE Government has been 
asked to intervene in a dispute 
over the alleged bullying of clean¬ 
ers working on Eurostar trains. 

A series of strikes planned by the mostly 
black and ethnic minority staff were called 
off late last month when the company they 
are employed by - Carlisle Cleaning and 
Support Services - agreed to talk to the 
Rail, Maritime and Transport (RMT) union. 

In addition to the alleged harassment, the 
workers are also upset at being paid less 
than the London living wage and have been 
protesting against the use of fingerprinting 
machines that have replaced the clocking- 
in system at St Pancras International. 

Talks between the two sides got underway 
last week as St Pancras Labour MP Frank 
Dobson was calling on the Government to 
help bring a just conclusion to the dispute. 

He tabled an Early Day Motion in the 
House of Commons condemning the 
“employment abuses” he said were “more 
akin to the Victorian age”, and voicing his 
concern that there was a “racial undertone 
to the haranguing of the workforce”. 

The EDM has been signed by 47 MPs, 
including Dover and Deal’s Gwyn Prosser. 

Mr Dobson said: “These workers have been 
badly treated. They are underpaid and are 
denied the sick pay and pensions that should 
be associated with reputable companies. 

Poverty wages 

“I’ve always been in support of the 
Channel Tunnel and the new Channel 
Tunnel Rail Link, but I don’t think its 
future depends on paying poverty wages to 
the people who clean the trains. 

“I don’t like the idea that companies are 
making good money off the backs of poorly- 
paid employees and it’s a situation that 
needs to be put right, quite frankly” 

The cleaners originally planned to strike 
on October 23 and 25, as well as Friday, 
November 6, and Sunday, November 8. 

The action could have affected the quality 
of trains passing through Ebbsfleet and 
Ashford International on the way to France. 

However, Carlisle Cleaning and the RMT 
entered into talks last week and it is hoped 
they will be able to make a compromise. 

RMT spokesman Geoff Martin said: “The 
strike action is still suspended and the 
RMT is committed to winning this fight for 
the Eurostar workers. We will stay in talks 
for as long as we are able to do that.” 

A spokesman for Carlisle Cleaning said: 
“Thirty per cent of our Eurostar cleaning 
staffs are paid more than London living 
wage and the remainder are pence away. 

‘With four per cent annualised offers on the 
table, the RMTs demands for three monthly 
compounded increases cannot be financed. 

We reject the comments about bullying, 
harassment and any suggestion this is 
about our diverse, multi-ethnic workforce 
which we as a business are rightly proud of.” 

A Eurostar spokeswoman said the firm 
had encouraged Carlisle to find a swift res¬ 
olution to the dispute. 

She added: We do not recognise allegations 
about working practices made in the EDM. 
Eurostar is pleased the RMT called off the 
planned strikes and is hopeful progress will 
now be made in resolving the dispute.” 
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A FOREST in the leafy village of 
Goudhurst is the last place you 
would expect to find Simply Red 
singer Mick Hucknall. 

But the flame-haired frontman 
- who has sold more than 50 mil¬ 
lion albums over 25 years with 
his band - has just become the 
first act to announce dates as 
part of the Forestry Commission 
Live Music concerts. 

The group will perform at 
Bedgebury Pinetum and Forest 
near Goudhurst on Saturday, 
June 12, next year. 

Fans can expect to hear classic 
hits including Holding Back the 
Years, Something Got Me 
Started and the number one hit 
single Fairground.

Paddy Harrop, national recre¬ 
ation manager for the Forestry 
Commission in England, said he 
was thrilled that a band more 
used to playing big arenas had 
agreed to perform in Goudhurst. 

“These concerts started in 
1998 and they really have blos¬ 
somed since then,” he said. 

“In the past we’ve had Jools 
Holland playing in Goudhurst 
and Paul Weller at another one 
of the gigs. 

“To get another great act like 
Simply Red is fantastic. 

“Although I can’t say for defi¬ 
nite, I would bet money that it’s 
a sell-out. It’s definitely going

to bring a lot of people in.” 

Mr Harrop said one of the rea¬ 
sons behind holding live music 
events in forests around the 
country was to introduce people 
to their beauty.

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Health chiefs ask patients with flu to steer clear of their GP and casualty units 


NHS braced for tough winter 

HEALTH chiefs are urging people suffering flu symptoms to think twice 
before going to A&E as the NHS prepares for one of its toughest winters 
yet. Figures released by the county’s three health trusts show that since 
October 28, 762 people have been admitted to hospital in connection 
with swine flu. The latest numbers for flu-like illnesses in west Kent have 
shown a slight drop to 64 per 100,000 population from 65.1 the previous 
week. 

In the Eastern and Coastal Kent area, the rate has also dropped slight¬ 
ly to 28.7 per 100,000 from 30.4 the week before. Only in Medway has 
there been a rise, from 20 per 100,000 to 32. But winter weather is expect¬ 
ed to put added pressure on the NHS with more cases of swine flu on top 
of the usual seasonal illnesses, such as winter vomiting virus. 

This has prompted health bosses to urge the public to avoid going to 
emergency departments or GPs when suffering from flu. 

Dr Julian Webb, clinical lead for A&E services at Maidstone and Kent 
and Sussex Hospitals, said every year the NHS experiences a surge in 
demand for beds in the colder months. 

“With seasonal flu and swine flu circulating this winter, in addition to all 
of the regular winter pressures faced in A&E, we really need people in 
Kent and Medway to stop and think twice about the service that is right 
for them,” he said. 

“Emergency services are for severe injuries and symptoms of severe ill¬ 
nesses, such a choking, chest pain, sudden collapse and blood loss. 

Treatment 

“There are a wide range of services out there for other health issues, 
such as walk-in centres, pharmacists, GPs and a wealth of information 
and advice through NHS Direct.” 

Dr Sarah Andrews, director of nursing at NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent, agreed with Dr Webb and stressed that many ailments can be treat¬ 
ed at home. 

“Staying at home and caring for yourself is the best option for things like 
hangovers, grazed knees, sore throats and coughs,” she said. 

She added that the public should be prepared over the winter months 
by making sure they have essentials like paracetamol, aspirin and anti¬ 
diarrhoea medicine. 

Sharon Jones, director of resilience planning at NHS West Kent, 
stressed that people should contact the National Pandemic Flu Service 
which can advise on symptoms and how to collect antivirals. 

She added: “Only phone your GP directly if you have a serious existing 
illness, you are pregnant, you have a sick child under one year old, your 
condition suddenly gets much worse or your condition is still getting 
worse after seven days, or five for a child.” 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public health, said: “If you’re offered a jab 
against seasonal flu or swine flu, take it. Immunisation is highly effective, 
safe and helps save lives.”

Grieving mother 
urges everyone 
to get the flu j ab 


A GRIEVING mother who lost her eight-year- 
old daughter to swine flu is urging people to 
get vaccinated against the virus, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

Kelly Gibson, 32, from Erith, near Dartford, said had the vac¬ 
cination been around when the outbreak first happened she 
would have made sure her daughter, Holly, had the jab. 

The youngster, who suffered from a rare chromosome disorder 
and a weakened immune system, fell ill with what was believed 
to be a bad chest infection in July and was immediately given 
antibiotics. 

But two days later she was rushed to Queen Mary’s Hospital in 
Sidcup with breathing difficulties and transferred to St Thomas’ 
Hospital in Westminster where she was put on a respirator. 

Seven days after being admitted Holly was diagnosed with 
swine flu. A week later she died in her mother’s arms. 

Act quickly 

Mrs Gibson, who also has four-year-old twin girls with her hus¬ 
band Scott, 37, said swine flu was the last thing she expected. 

“We thought she had a chest infection and never once thought 
it would be swine flu. 

“I just thought she was really poorly. She used to get chest 
infections a lot but after two days on antibiotics she was finding 
it hard to breathe and was taken to hospital. 

“Swine flu was the last thing on my mind. It’s one of those 
things you read about but never think will happen 
to you or your family. 

“There were no warning signs about what symp¬ 
toms to look for and there was no vaccination in

July. I’m so angry at the way the sit¬ 
uation has been dealt with by the 
Government. It should never have 
been allowed to spread the way it 
has in this country. 

“A vaccination and warnings 
should have been put in place 
before it had a chance to spread.” 

Mrs Gibson is now urging people 
to get vaccinated to stop the same 
heartache happening to them. 


“It’s too late for Holly now, but vul¬ 
nerable people really must get vac¬ 
cinated,” she said. 

“If people experience flu-like 
symptoms they shouldn’t ignore 
them. Please act quickly. 

“I don’t want anyone else to go 
through what this family has gone 
through. I’ve lost my little girl and I 
don’t want that to happen to anyone 
else.

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A NEW quango that could bypass local 
councils and give the go-ahead for develop¬ 
ments without public consultation has 
been condemned as the beginning of the 
end of planning democracy writes Chris 
Murphy. 

The chairman of Protect Kent, Richard Knox- 
Johnston, is dismayed at the level of power Government 
has handed the Infrastructure Planning Commission 
(IPC). He said: “I don’t think people frilly understand 
what this could mean. It is an enormous amount of 
power and a major loss of democracy. 

“Planning inquiries will be a thing of the past, which 
means they can push through all sorts of projects and 
no-one will be able to do a thing about it.” 

Infrastructure 

Experts say the IPC could threaten listed buildings 
and Green Belt land. 

The commission can make and enforce decisions on 
major infrastructure projects. 

These could include wind farms and nuclear power 
stations, plus it could remove Green Belt protection and 
allow developers to seize private land. Councils and res¬ 
idents would be all but helpless to influence planning 
decisions. 

IPC chairman Sir Michael Pitt has defended its power, 
saying it will streamline the way planning consents are

acquired. He said: “The country needs a more effective 
means of decision making on national infrastructure.” 

A new policy promises to reduce the number of appli¬ 
cations for planning permission that have previously 
been rejected on heritage-related grounds. 

Mr Knox-Johnston said: “I have been attending the 
public inquiry into Kent International Gateway at 
Bearsted. When the IPC starts work, such inquiries will 
be a thing of the past. 

“No longer would people have a say. 

“Apart from objecting as individuals, they will not be 
able to be represented by their district or county council. 

“Democracy at every level would be lost with an 
unelected, unrepresentative, unconnected and uncaring 
body making decisions on applications that could result 
in large areas of countryside being lost. 

“KIG is 270 acres adjacent to an Area of Outstanding 


Natural Beauty. The similar suggestion for Borough Green is on 
Green Belt land, part of which is an AONB. 

“There is an application for an international airport at Lydd which 
would affect the RSPB reserve at Dungeness. 

“If we are to protect our countryside and continue to enjoy local 
democracy, we need the IPC dissolved as soon as possible. Both he 
Conservatives and the Liberal Democrats have pledged to repeal 
the act.” 

Martin Willey, president of the Royal Town Planning Institute, 
said: “This could prove to be a charter for people who want to knock 
buildings down. 

“This new guidance assumes that heritage stands in the way of 
development and economic recovery, which is patently untrue. 
Historic places are an asset, not a burden.” 

The Department for Communities and Local Government said it 
would still listen to local concerns.

Cinematic 

nostalgia 


trip in isle 


EVER wondered what Thanet looked 
like back in the 1920s, a time when 
showing a lady’s ankle was just becom¬ 
ing acceptable from bathing beauties? 

Almost a century of history is con¬ 
tained in a new film to be screened in 
Broadstairs this weekend. It shows a 
unique view of the changing face of 
Thanet, from the Roaring Twenties to the 
present day. 

The film includes rare and unusual footage 
of the isle, including a zeppelin over Thanet, 
and Broadstairs’ legendary seaside enter¬ 
tainer, Uncle Mac. 

Margate’s Dreamland can be seen in its 
heyday, when tourists flocked to be thrilled 
on the wooden Scenic Railway rollercoaster 
and a host of other rides. 

But the film also covers the more controver¬ 
sial side of life, including the National Front 
marching in Margate, battles over Westwood 
Cross, overdevelopment, Thanet Earth and 
the China Gateway project. 

The compilation has been put together by 
Broadstairs-based film-maker Christine 
Tongue. She said: “This footage shows how 
Thanet has changed from a seaside holiday 
paradise to what we see today. People will 
watch with a range of emotions - nostalgia, 
surprise, shock and anger.” 

Ms Tongue said one of her intentions in

putting the film together was to help inspire 
people to see a way forward for the isle. 

She said: “People talk about trying to 
regenerate Thanet, but we can only really do 
that if we understand something of the area’s 
past. I think these films help do just that. 

“It has changed out of all recognition and I 
wanted to show how much it has been 
altered, not always for the good. 

“I know a lot of people will look at this film 
and have lots of memories sparked of how it 
used to be before the developers built so 
many homes and other buildings. 

“Many people love looking back to the way 
things were and using a lot of archive mate¬ 
rial we are able to paint a picture of a happi¬ 
er Thanet from decades ago.” 

The screening has been organised by the 
Thanet Film Society and will be followed by 
a discussion. 

Entry is £5 for non-members, £4 for mem¬ 
bers and happens at 5pm on Sunday, at the 
Palace Cinema, Harbour Street, Broadstairs.

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As the pound plummets against the euro what 
has happened to that most British of days out, 
the booze cruise? With Christmas just around 
the corner how is our nearest neighbour Calais 
managing to attract Brits and, more importantly, 
entice them to spend their cash? GARY WRIGHT 
crossed the Channel to find out how we’re 
discovering there’s more to France than just 
loading a white van with cheap alcohol. 


Reversing 

AS OUR country struggles to keep its head 
above water under a tidal wave of debt and 
bank bailouts, the French are confidently out of 
recession, their shops remain busy... and they 
still work shorter hours. 

I admire the French and, if I’m honest, envy them a little - 
but more of that later. 

It is a fantastic country, but the British relationship with our 
nearest foreign neighbour is going through a difficult transi¬ 
tion thanks to the collapse of the value of the pound. 

Britain’s favourite French destination may be Paris, but 
Calais is where most of us in Kent get our fix of French shop¬ 
ping. To try and understand more I visited Calais last week 
and it quickly became clear that, in their eyes, Brits have 
become the poor relation of Europe. 

Remember the days when something costing 10 euros meant 
parting with around seven quid? Well, that’s over. 

Gordon Brown and his financial chums at the Bank of 
England have done a favour for the numerically dyslexic (you 
know who you are) by doing away with the need to stand gaz¬ 
ing in a shop desperately struggling to convert currency. 

Today one euro means one pound, give or take. Easy on the 
mind then, but it means when we visit our foreign cousins it is 
set to be an expensive business for, well I’m no economist but 
I’d guess 10 years. 

And it’s clear Calais has had a bit of relief from Les rosbifs 
on a day trip. 

Instead we are seeing more and more French shoppers com¬ 
ing to Kent, making the most of the new exchange rate, to 
enjoy spectacular value for money. For example, clothing now 
has prices in both pounds and euros. So a £20 item may well 
sell for 30 euros in France - but with the current 1:1 rate the 
French are laughing all the way to le banque. 

One French family visiting Canterbury on a sunny Saturday 
two weeks ago told our reporter it was their second day-trip 
this year and they couldn’t believe how far their money went. 

They were unable to name one item they had seen which was 
actually more expensive than their home country (they obvi-

ously weren’t cigar smokers) and raved about 
the value of clothing. 

Back in Calais though, this is bad news for 
the British entrepreneurs who took the plunge 
years ago and set up wine warehouses a few 
hundred yards from the ferry port. 

Speaking to Brits aboard the cross-Channel 
ferry, it’s evident people are no longer flocking 
to the pile-it-high sell-it-cheap booze outlets on 
the industrial estates like they used to. 

One told me he believed it had been a “soul¬ 
sapping experience” anyway, that had peaked 
regardless of the exchange rate. 

“The exchange rate might have killed it but 
our supermarkets have smartened up their 
act on booze deals and besides, most day trip¬ 
pers are looking for a day out,” he said. 

Calais has changed since my last stop-over 
visit five years ago. Yes, there was still evidence 
of illegals, who inhabited the ‘jungle’ despite 
armed cops kicking them out a month ago in a 
much-publicised clampdown on the ‘problem’. 

While the ‘jungle’ was really some over¬ 
grown abandoned warehouses, I was still 
shocked to see 30 young men being given soup 
in a car park less than 400 yards (or should 
that be metres) from the port. But the town 
looked prosperous and successful. 

Calais has a love-hate relationship with 
Britain. The people have always made day- 
trippers welcome and ensured it’s easy to 
spend your cash on the French staples (booze, 
fags and cheese). But they must get frustrated 
with some of the dithering drivers delivered to 
their roads and the asylum seekers littering 
their streets waiting for the chance to hide in 
a lorry bound for Dover. 

Walking the streets at the docks end of the 
town, there was not a ferme or solde sign to be 
seen in shop windows and townsfolk the fol¬ 


lowing day at the Saturday market were 
weighed down with bags full of food (though 
the queues at the little supermarket were 
slowed significantly thanks to the continued 
French love affair with the cheque book). 

During my visit to Calais I dined in top- 
notch restaurants. The Histoire Ancienne 
looked as thought you would part with 50 or 
60 euros per person. You can if you wish, but 
they do a set lunchtime menu for 12.50. Now 
that’s an attraction. 

And then there’s the spectacular Restaurant 
Grand Bleu and Le Channel. Take my recom¬ 
mendation by all means - Calais is a bit of 
gourmet’s delight - but better still take a look 
for yourself, there are dozens of great eateries. 

Calais is also home to the Maison du Fromage 
et des Vins. It’s run by Arnaud Crespo, one of 
the top three sommeliers in France. 


The hypermarkets are having a tough ride 
attracting the British shopper, but at places 
like Carrefour, the vast hypermarket in the 
Cite Europe shopping centre, the choice is 
staggering. It offered 150 different Cham¬ 
pagnes alone and 800 different wines. 

Calais remains a delight. While there I 
popped in to its new showpiece attraction, 
which traces the history of lace making in 
Calais - the Cite de la Dentelle. It blends mod¬ 
em architecture with a former 19th century 
lace-making factory to remember the industry 
that made Calais rich a century ago. 

It’s great but here’s the interesting part: and, 
in the best French tradition, it cost 30 million 
euros, of mainly EU money. 

And when it come to making the most of 
European money, that’s something the French 
will always seem to be better at than us Brits. 


All aboard for 
cheaper deals 
on the ferries 

THE strong euro is bad for bargain hunting in 
France, but onboard ships, shopping deals 
can still be spectacular. 

At ferry giant P&O, bookings are up accord¬ 
ing to company spokesman Brian Rees, who 
believes company names you can trust, and 
value for money, will always attract cus¬ 
tomers. And six million people agree so far 
this year. 

He said: “A Dover-Calais day trip for a car 
and all the occupants is £25. That’s a lot of 
people to buy on board our ships. 

“We’re a UK-based company, we bank in 
sterling so if you pay for items with us in 
pounds the strength of the euro is irrelevant. 
We sell on board at the lower French rates of 
duty.” 

It’s a big company too, so you can find huge 
savings. Examples: Jacob’s Creek wine, six 
bottles for £15. Or two litres of Courvoisier 
cognac, £35. They’ll even pack your car for 
you. 

So is this the end of the French day trip or 
the good old-fashioned booze cruise as we 
used to say? Well, yes and no. 

Cheap drink is no longer the sole reason to 
go. But there are bargains to be found and the 
French still know how to live well. 

Calais’ future lies with its attraction as a 
French destination, and that’s why people are 
going for a night or two rather than 
the day. 

Chris and Sharron Smith from Faversham 
were returning home after a weekend away. 

Mr Smith said: “We’ve been visiting for 
years and while the cost has gone up, Calais 
remains somewhere that offers us Brits a slice 
of the French lifestyle, right on our doorstep.”

Parents’ pain as photos 
of dead son are stolen

A COUPLE have been left devas¬ 
tated after two laptops containing 
irreplaceable pictures of their 
dead baby son were stolen. 

Claire Stratton, 22, and her partner Piers 
Harbour, 36, are now pleading with thieves to 
return the pictures, which were the only ones 
taken of 18-week-old Leo. 

The burglary took place on Saturday, October 
24, in Newbridge Avenue, Sittingbourne, 
between l-5pm, when the family were out in 
Ramsgate. 

Claire said: “It’s heartbreaking. These were 
the only pictures we had of him and I don’t 
know whether we’ll ever get them back. 

“There were pictures of my other two chil¬ 
dren on the laptops, too, but the loss of Leo’s 
ones hurts the most.” 

Claire was 18 weeks pregnant with Leo 
when she suffered a miscarriage and had to 
go through the trauma of a natural birth. 

“I went in for a scan, but something wasn’t 
right. I had miscarried and had to give birth 
to him,” she said. 

‘We took pictures of him straight after he 
was bom - they’re the only reminders we 
have of Leo except our own memories. 

“I’m begging whoever it is that has the lap¬ 
tops to give them back to us. 

“I don’t want to know who you are -1 real¬ 


ly don’t care about that - all I want is the pic¬ 
tures of our baby son back. 

“If somebody is sold the laptops, then please 
can they get in contact too.” 

A video camera with recordings of the cou¬ 
ple’s other children, two-year-old Bailey and 
11-month-old Phoenix, were also taken. 

Father Piers said the family were desperate 
to get the stolen belongings back. 

He said: “These items hold great sentimen¬ 
tal value to us and we just want them 
returned as soon as possible. 


We kept all of our photos of our son Leo on 
the computer and we have nothing left to 
remember him by.” 

A Fuji camera and Nitendo Wii were among 
the items also stolen in the burglary. 

Claire pleaded with anyone who comes 
across the two Acer laptops to get in contact 
with the police. “The keys are worn on one of 
them and when you log in it brings up a pic¬ 
ture of Bailey and Phoenix sitting in a pram,” 
she said.

FEARS over the threat of flood¬ 
ing on sites being swamped by 
new housing developments 
have prompted a special 
appeal. 

Kent firefighters are asking for the 
public’s help in shaping the future of the 
emergency service. 

It said new large-scale developments 
in housing, retail and transport can 
come with environmental risks from 
extreme weather and floods. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service said it 
needs to begin planning for those 
changes now - and it wants local peo¬ 
ple to get involved with shaping the 
future. 

Kent and Medway Fire and Rescue 
Authority chairman, Bryan Cope said: 
“Kent Fire and Rescue Service works 
around the clock, 365 days a year dealing 
with fires, road traffic collisions and 
other emergencies, such as floods, explo¬ 
sions and chemical incidents. 

Risks 

“It offers a first class service to the res¬ 
idents of Kent and Medway, but to 
remain an excellent service we must 
make sure we look at the changes 
expected in the county and plan for 
emerging risks. 

“We want to ensure everyone has the 
chance to be involved in shaping fire and 
rescue provision for the coming years, so 
I would urge you to get involved.” 

Its Making Kent Safer plan for 2010- 
13 has been published for consultation. 

Some of the issues it examines are the 
changes in local communities that pose 
additional fire risks, such as increasing 
numbers of vulnerable people living 
alone and more people in shared rented 
housing. 

Injured 

On traffic and collisions, KFRS attends 
1,200 road traffic collisions and rescues 
every year. And with traffic predicted to 
increase over the coming years, acci¬ 
dents could also rise. 

The service said: “We are working with 
partners to reduce the number of people 
killed and seriously injured on the 
roads.” 

And on development, with 112,800 
new homes planned to be built by 2026, 
the service is looking ahead now to 
gauge where those centres of population 
will be and to provide adequate cover.

tion are also changing risks both for buildings 
and firefighters. 

The Environment Agency is forecasting 
higher flood risks for some parts of the county 
due to extreme weather, and KFRS said it 
needs to be ready to respond. 

A spokesman said: “We are also doing our bit 


for the environment by reducing carbon emis¬ 
sions through fuel and energy savings. 

“We want to improve our advice for small 
businesses to support the local economy, and 
also pursue efficiency savings to keep our part 
of the council tax down.”

Rice and pasta 
mashed away 
by best spuds 


A FARMER is leading the charge 
to get the potato back on our din¬ 
ner plates and give the boot to rice 
and pasta, writes Chris Murphy. 

The humble spud is being rebranded a 
‘super-carb’, and the Potato Council is mak¬ 
ing hay with claims it is far better for us than 
many other carbohydrates. 

Matt Spanton is a major producer of pota¬ 
toes for supermarkets. 

He said: ‘We farm around 3,500 acres from 
Faversham outwards, and 150 of those are 
dedicated to potatoes. We grow the red 
Desiree, King Edward which is a good all- 
rounder, along with Estima and Melody, 
which are both brilliant for baking. 

“But the potato is so much more than just 
a decent food. It is far better for us than rice 
and pasta because of all the vitamins and 
minerals it contains. It is being called a 
super-carb, and it really is. 

“The main thing is that the potato is not 
fattening, which is a major factor these days 
with many worrying about their weight.” 

From the middle of one of his potato fields, 


he said: “The potato is full of fibre and a lot 
more vitamins than rice and pasta, which 
are just a standard feed but without the 
nutrients potatoes have. There are vitamin 
Bs and Cs and a cross-section of fibre in the 
potato which should be eaten with the skin, 
of course, so there is no waste.” 

As part of the campaign, the Potato Council 
said it is important people understand spuds 
have carbohydrates with all the benefits of 
being a vegetable. 

Mr Spanton said consumption needs to be 
increased again for the good the nation’s 
health, particularly among the young. 

He said: “The potato’s rich carbohydrate 
content often overshadows its vegetable sta¬ 
tus. Potatoes are undoubtedly a ‘supercarb’; 
they are packed full of energy, vitamins and 
minerals and fibre, and naturally fat free.” 

Cook and TV presenter Gizzi Erskine 
added: “I love potatoes. I think the term 
‘super-carb’ really captures all the goodness 
in potatoes and would help consumers to 
have a better understanding of this fantasti¬ 
cally versatile vegetable. 

“Not only are they packed full of nutrients, 
but they are so easy to cook with, too.”

OAP dies in crash 

AN ELDERLY woman has died in a car crash 
in the Barleys Meadow area of Westerham. 

The 84-year-old was driving a Citroen C3 near 
the Russell House doctors’ surgery at 10.50am 
on Tuesday when she was involved in a collision 
with a stationary Mitsubishi Space Wagon. 

She was pronounced dead at the scene. 

The woman’s family has been informed and 
an investigation by Kent Police’s Serious 
Collision Investigation Unit is under way. 

Tiers of NHS help 

WEST Kent residents are helping to shape 
services for people with complex or severe per¬ 
sonality disorder. 

Between April and July, 62 primary care 
trusts across the south of England, including 
NHS West Kent, asked people to have their 
say in a consultation. 

More than 370 people and organisations 
shared their views, which will be used to help 
develop ‘Tier 4’ services for people with the 
most complex personality disorders. 

An NHS committee will meet on November 
11 at the Law Society in London to consider 
and plan the next steps for development of the 
services.

A CHARITY that helps the coun¬ 
ty’s victims of sexual assault has 
criticised comments made by a 
leading academic about the link 
between heavy drinking and rape. 

Malcolm Gilbert of Family Matters, said Dr 
Adam Burgess’ suggestions in last week’s 
newspaper that women should be more con¬ 
cerned about how much they drink rather 
than date rape drugs like Rohypnol, could 
make victims feel they are to blame. 

Dr Burgess, based at the University of 
Kent’s school of social policy, sociology and 
social research, said: “They think they have 
been the victim of a spiked alcoholic drink, 
when in fact they have just drunk too much.” 

His study, published in the British Journal 
of Criminology, found that three quarters of 
students identified drink spiking as an 
important risk, more so than alcohol. 

Responsible 

He claimed, however, that studies have 
shown drink spiking is a myth. 

Dr Burgess added: “It would be far better if 
they simply didn’t drink too much in the first 
place so they were able to maintain control.” 

But Mr Gilbert from Gravesend-based 
Family Matters said women should not be 
made to feel responsible for a rape, even if 
they have been drinking. 

“Drink doesn’t rape people, rapists rape 
people,” he said. 

“I’m not concerned with the findings of Dr 
Burgess’ study about date rape drugs being a 
myth, but by talking about women drinking 
‘too much’ it suggests they are partly to blame. 

“If someone who has been drinking is 
robbed in the street, the fact that they have 
been drinking is not taken into account. 

“But if a woman is raped when she is 
drunk, often she is made to feel that she is

somehow to blame for the attack.” 

According to Government figures, only 15 
per cent of rapes are reported each year. 

Mr Gilbert said he believes the low figure is 
down to victims feeling guilty about the inci¬ 
dent, especially if they had been drinking. 

“The point is a rapist will take advantage of 
someone who is in a vulnerable state,” he said. 

“As a society it is time we turned our con¬ 
demnation towards men who rape - many of 


whom are serial rapists - and not their vic¬ 
tims who have quite enough to contend with. 

“At Family Matters we will see over 250 
rape victims this year. Nearly a third of those 
will be girls of 12-16, few of those drunk. 

“It is my submission around 2,500 women 
are raped in Kent every year - year on year. 

“Let’s concern ourselves with that shocking 
stat and stop blaming the victims so more 
women can be encouraged to report their 
rape in the full knowledge they will not be 
condemned by society. 

“Perhaps then we can get more rapists con¬ 
victed and keep the women of Kent safer.” 

Family Matters also helps the adult sur¬ 
vivors of childhood sexual abuse. 

Det Supt Paul Fotheringham, head of Kent 
Police’s public protection unit, said the force 
takes every allegation of rape seriously. 

“No consent means no sex,” he said. 

“We would encourage people to report 
offences at the earliest opportunity. 

“Our specially trained officers will work 
with the victim and put them in touch with 
others, including Family Matters, so that 
together we can help them work through this 
kind of traumatic experience.”

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Beware the hidden killer

A HARD-hitting campaign has 
been launched across the county to 
warn tradesmen about the dangers 
of asbestos. 

Dubbed ‘Britain’s hidden killer’, asbestos- 
related diseases account for 20 deaths a week 
in industrial professions in the UK. 

Figures revealed by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) show Medway has one of 
Britain’s highest concentrations of deaths 
from mesothelioma - a terminal cancer caused 
by breathing in the deadly asbestos fibres - 
with 265 male deaths between 1981 and 2005. 

The HSE has now launched the Asbestos: 
The Hidden Killer campaign in Kent, tar¬ 
geting people most at risk, including 
plumbers, joiners and electricians. 

Heather Bryant, HSE regional director 
for the South East, said it is vital to ensure 
people realise the dangers. 

“Asbestos-related illnesses claim the lives 
of 4,000 people every year - more than die 
in road accidents,” she said. “It is Britain’s 
biggest industrial killer. 

“The most simple but important advice is, 
if you are not 100 per cent certain that 


there is no asbestos where you are working, 
then don’t start work.” 

Tradesmen working on a building put up or 
refurbished before the year 2000 could be at 
risk, with around 500,000 non-domestic build¬ 
ings containing asbestos. 

One Maidstone woman who knows only too

well the dangers is Sandra Blackman. She lost 
her husband Roger in 2004, just five weeks 
after he was diagnosed with mesolthelioma. 

Mr Blackman worked as a carpenter and 
joiner all his life, but had no training or advice 
about the risks of working with asbestos. 

Mrs Blackman, who is backing the cam¬ 


paign, said: “I can see that young people today 
would find it hard to make the link between 
the work they do now and an illness they may 
get in 40 years time, but it is important that 
they understand. There is so much to lose.” 

Another former tradesman, Jack Rekert, 
from Gravesend, is also fully aware of the dan¬ 
gers of asbestos after being diagnosed with 
mesothelioma in 2007. 

He is now on a 21-day chemotherapy cycle 
and needs to have radiation therapy for a sus¬ 
pected secondary tumour on his back. 

The former electrician said he was exposed 
to asbestos in 1985 during a three-day refur¬ 
bishment project. He was told there was no 
risk, despite questioning the builder in charge. 

Mr Rekert is supporting the HSE campaign 
and said employers should be more vigilant.

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Big future 
planned 
for a tiny 
theatre 


ONE of the world’s smallest theatres, 
which was almost lost before a life-sav¬ 
ing sale was agreed, has announced a 
new season of productions. 

The Tom Thumb Theatre, with just 
60 red velvet seats, is re-launching in 
December with a host of shows. 

New co-owner of the Cliftonville the¬ 
atre, Jessica Jordan-Wrench hopes 
the season will place the Tom Thumb 
back at the heart of the community. 

And it includes a festive show called 
A Dreamland Sideshow Christmas on 
the 10ft by 7ft stage. 


The former coach house was built in 
1896 and was originally turned into a 
double garage before it emerged as a 
theatre in the 1980s. 

The last curtain fell in 2005 with a 
performance of Oscar Wilde’s The 
Importance of Being Earnest. 

Theatrical agent Lesley Parr-Byrne 
was the previous owner and after she 
died in 2006, it was put up for auc¬ 
tion, selling for around £130,000. 

The building’s exterior is influenced 
by Japanese and Alpine architecture. 

Ms Jordan-Wrench said: ‘We are 


working hard to renovate the build¬ 
ing and are excited at getting this 
theatre back up and running. 

“It is an important local feature and 
deserves to succeed.” 

She said the Christmas show fol¬ 
lows impresario Sven Jolly, who uses 
a holiday theme in his sideshow with 
a band of oddities including Meredith 
the Margate Mermaid, George the 
Werefox, and The Fortune Teller. 

She said: “The show will be part 
promenade, part fair, part circus, and 
all theatrical.” 


River’s industrial past preserved 


A NEW book exploring the history 
of industry along the River Medway 
has been published as part of a 
nationwide project aimed at bring¬ 
ing local history to life. 

The Medway Valley: A Kent Landscape 
Transformed, written by Dr Andrew Harm, was 
launched with a celebratory cruise along the 
Medway for all those involved in its production. 

The book, which was written as part of the 
local history publisher Victoria County History’s 
England’s Past for Everyone (EPE) project, 
looks at the histoiy of the area from 1750-1900. 

It explores the impact the rise and decline of 
industries had on communities on the River 
Medway, including shipbuilding, papermaking 
and agriculture. 

The book is backed by the University of 
Greenwich - where author Dr Harm led the proj¬ 
ect - Kent Archaeological Society Kent County 
Council, and the City of Rochester Society. 

Dr Harm said: “The project owes so much to

“Hopefully, this book will play a part in pre¬ 
serving the memory of the Medway’s industrial 
heritage as it moves towards an exciting future 
as part of the Thames Gateway development.” 

Inspire 

Officials behind the England’s Past for 
Everyone programme are currently working 
with academics and communities on a series of 
paperback history books. 

A spokesperson said: “The research will 
result in an interactive website and 15 paper¬ 
back books, which will provide an insight into 
the way history is investigated and inspire peo¬ 
ple to do their own research. 


“The website will contain images, audio visu¬ 
als and historical documents. 

“EPE is also working with schools to produce 
curriculum materials.” 

In Kent, volunteers took part in a series of 
building surveys in Medway’s villages and were 
given training in archive research, photogra¬ 
phy, data recording and ICT skills. 

The Centre for Kentish Studies and the Holy 
Family School in Maidstone also worked with 
education consultant Jessika Worrall to look at 
the lives of children working in the papermak¬ 
ing industry in the 19th century. 

Ms Worrall said: “The project was excellent 
for everybody involved and I do hope projects 
such as this continue as it provides so many 
ideas and inspiration for all taking part.” 

The Heritage Lotteiy Fund has given a grant of 
£3.4 million towards the nationwide project and 
English Heritage has provided 510 photographs.

A WRITER has defended the coun¬ 
try’s social workers, claiming they 
face unwarranted criticism despite 
helping thousands of people each 
year. 

Declan Henry’s comments follow the success 
of his book, Glimpses, which looks at disaffect¬ 
ed teenagers and the reasons behind their 
behaviour. 

The book, which was first published in 2007, 
is to be reprinted in January along with his 
new novel Buried Deep in my Heart which 
tells the story of his childhood in Ireland. 

The 46-year-old, from Gillingham, is a regis¬ 
tered social worker for Kent County Council. 

Glimpses - which he says in not based on 
true accounts of people he has worked with - 
is a collection of 26 stories about disaffected 
teens. It gives a disturbing snapshot of young¬ 
sters dealing with issues such as sexual abuse 
and self-harming, classed as social problems. 

Mr Henry said: “I couldn’t use real-life cases 
through my job, but the issues are true to life. 

“I wrote it to educate the public about trou¬ 
bled young people in society, highlighting the 
reasons behind their behaviour, such as bad 
parenting and abuse. 

“I wanted to make readers aware of what a 
terrible time some of these young people are 
having and how unfair life can be for them. 

“These teenagers aren’t bad - they’re prod¬ 


ucts of bad life circumstances. With the right 
kind of support and education they can get 
that belief in themselves back.” 

The book has been well received by other 
social workers, police and academics, which 
led to the call for it to be reprinted. 

Mr Henry, who became a social worker after 
working with homeless people in London in 
the 1990s, said he hopes the book will also 
teach readers more about his profession, 
which has come in for much criticism following 
the brutal death of Baby Peter in London. 

He said: “Social workers get an extremely 
bad time and come under a lot of criticism. 


“If they make a mistake everyone criticises 
them, but the thousands of good things they do 
go unnoticed. It’s a rewarding career and I’m 
very happy with my job. It’s hard sometimes 
though when we’re given a bad name.” 

Mr Henry is now focusing on the release of 
his new book Buried Deep in my Heart, which 
looks at the first 18 years of his life growing up 
in County Sligo in Ireland. 

“It’s a million miles away from my life as a 
social worker,” he said. “It comes out in January 
at the same time as the reprint of Glimpses.”

Archaeologist 
is reunited 
with history

ONE of Kent’s most important 
archaeological digs was at 
Lullingstone villa, and last week 
saw a reunion of the men behind 
its discovery. 



One of them was Brian Philp, an archaeol¬ 
ogist who went on to establish the Kent 
Archaeological Rescue Unit, which specialis¬ 
es in saving important sites from developers. 

On Friday he and several others who 
worked on the Lullingstone dig met at the 
villa to reminisce. 

The Roman villa in Lullingstone Lane, 
Eynsford, remains open to the public and is 
a major attraction in the area. 

It is 60 years since the beginning of the 
project to unearth the remains of the magnif¬ 
icent Roman villa. 

Among those attending the event were 
archaeologist, author and director of the 
Roman Building Trust, Dr Tony Rook, who 
was among those working on the excavations 
from 1949 when he was a Sevenoaks school¬ 
boy, plus Gerald Cramp and Derek Gerrard, 
who both still live in the area. 

Relatives of one of the dig’s founder mem¬ 
bers, Edwyn Birchenough, were also present. 

Last year, hundreds of artefacts which 
have been unseen since the 1950s went on 
display at Lullingstone following a £1.3m 
refurbishment. They included rare gaming 
counters, a skeleton in an embossed lead cof¬ 
fin, and hundreds of everyday items. 

They are on display together with a variety 
of rooms and Lullingstone’s famous 4th cen¬ 
tury mosaic floor, depicting scenes from 
ancient mythology. 

Mr Philp, from Bromley, was involved in 
finding the Roman Painted House, along 
with 30 other digs under Dover and 25 in 
Darent Valley. In all he said he has worked 
on more than 300 sites. 

He said Lullingstone is important because 
it is one of the earliest sites to be found in 
Kent: “This villa is important nationally 
because of the two mosaic floors which are 
very fine and Christian wall paintings, mak¬ 
ing this probably the earliest Christian site 
in the country. 

“The Romans used to paint murals in most 
of their major buildings and these depict a 
big circle with a Chi-Rho monogram, which 
is a standard Christian symbol still used 
today with a letter X and a letter P.” 

Of the reunion, he said: “There are not 
many survivors now, I think there are only 
10 left. The dig started in 1949 and I joined 
in 1952 while I was still at school. I did 10 
years which is when the excavation ended. 

“Lullingstone is one of the most important 
I have worked on because it was so pioneer¬ 
ing. No-one was a trained archaeologist in 
the 50s, we learned by joining in and picking 
up the techniques ourselves.”

Poppy Appeal as 
relevant as ever 

WHEN the Poppy Appeal was launched in 
November, 1921, it was to support servicemen 
who were injured fighting in World War One. 

But over the years it has benefited so many 
more than that, including those involved in 
present day conflicts in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The news this week of five British soldiers 
gunned down by a rogue Afghan policeman 
they were training only drives home just how 
dangerous a task our troops face, and how 
much they depend on our support. 

Regardless of people’s views on whether or 
not the UK should even be involved in the 
conflicts, these men and women are fighting 
for our country and we must never forget that. 

Thankfully, neither the organisers of the 
Poppy Appeal nor those who donate millions 
let politics get in the way of compassion. 

Today may be Remembrance Sunday, but 
that does not mean we should only think 
about those who died in battle years ago. The 
money we donate will help hundreds of troops 
who are injured but still very much alive.

Selection pressure points 

Peter Read tries to square 
the circle of west Kent’s 

grammar place shortage 



KCC leader Paul Carter proposes 
an expansion of grammar school 
places in the west of the county, 
to be balanced by a reduction in 
places in the east. 

This is designed to reduce the 
pressure on places in the west 
and avoid the prohibition in the 
statutory Code of Practice for 
School Admissions. 

This forbids local authorities 
and the schools adjudicator from 
allowing grammars to expand. 

In the recent Kent Test, there 
were 5,137 successful candidates, 
with only 4,458 grammar places 
available. However, while not all 
out-of-county successes will take 
up places, there will once again 
be pressure in west and north¬ 
west Kent. If the county is to 
keep its selective system, action 
needs to be taken. Reasons why 
this pressure is increasing year 
on year (in no particular order): 

• This year, 993 out-of-county 
applicants passed the Kent Test. 
While this is a reduction of 105 
on last year, it still represents 
substantial pressure on the sys¬ 
tem. Some of these families will 
now move house into west Kent 
to ensure a grammar place and 
so will not show up in the statis¬ 
tics later in the year. 

• The coaching culture in west 
Kent. This has an incalculable 
effect in shifting the balance of 
passes westwards. I have no sim¬ 
ple solution, except to note that 
while state schools are forbidden 
to coach for the Kent Test, many 
private schools depend on coach¬ 


ing for the 11-plus. Perhaps it is 
time to level the playing field. 

• Super selection. Tonbridge 
Grammar, Skinners and Judd 
award places to high scorers no 
matter where they live. In north¬ 
west Kent, the decision of 
Dartford Grammar to give prior¬ 
ity to high scorers after all those 
in the borough who have passed 
the Kent Test saw 55 places 
offered to boys in London bor¬ 
oughs, a trend that will increase. 

• Credit crunch. Parents are 
looking at the good value offered 
by grammars as distinct from 
independent schools. I believe the 
proportion of applicants to gram¬ 
mars from private prep schools in 
west Kent is increasing. 

• Greenwich Judgement. A High 
Court judgement that states 
catchment areas and oversub¬ 
scription criteria could not follow 
political boundaries. This prohi¬ 
bition was removed by the recent 
Code of Practice for Admissions, 
as confirmed by a judgement ear¬ 
lier this year by the schools adju¬ 
dicator. It has been underlined by 
another decision for Dartford 
Girls’ Grammar that gives prior¬ 
ity to Kent families. 


Possible solutions: 

• Cllr Carter’s solution. The 
legality of this has yet to be 
established. Already two east 
Kent grammars, Chatham 
House and Clarendon House, 
have reduced their intake for 
2010 from 120 to 90 apiece as 
they have become federated. As 
this has already been agreed, I 
doubt they would be counted. 

It is a fallacy that there are lots 
of spare places in east Kent 
grammars. Many are heavily 
oversubscribed. In my judge¬ 
ment, the only two where there is 
the possibility of removing a form 
of entry without creating further 
pressures are Folkestone School 
for Girls and Harvey Grammar 
in Folkestone. 

However, if two forms of entry 
are created for west Kent schools, 
where should they be placed? 
They should be committed to giv¬ 
ing priority to Kent parents - it 
would be pointless to create extra 
places for out-of-county children. 
The two schools most in the 
frame would be Judd (12 per cent 
out-of-county) and Weald of Kent 
Grammar (already giving priori¬ 
ty to locals and well away from 


the county boundary). 

• An alternative would be to 
encourage the schools most 
affected to change their oversub¬ 
scription criteria to give priority 
to Kent parents, solving the prob¬ 
lem more simply. The removal of 
the Greenwich Judgement 
makes this a possibility. Skinners 
School, just three miles from the 
county boundary, argues this 
would result in a house price 
hike, but priority across Kent (or 
west Kent) would neutralise this. 

Last March, there was enor¬ 
mous interest in the number of 
west Kent boys allocated gram¬ 
mar places in Sittingboume or 
Folkestone, with girls going to 
Wilmington, Gravesend and 
Maidstone. Since then, the prob¬ 
lem has largely faded away. 
Successful appeals, children tak¬ 
ing up places in private schools, 
others resigning themselves to 
travelling ensured that, some¬ 
how or other, the problem has 
been solved for another year. 
Until March, 2010, arrives and 
we begin all over again.

Give Lisbon Treaty a chance 


The Lisbon Treaty isn’t in force yet, so it is 
premature for the Conservatives to say 
that it isn’t working and needs to be 
changed.

An open letter to Hester Wright, Debbie 
Smalley and the Royal British Legion: 

As the person responsible for modifying the 
Poppy Appeal poster next to Gillingham sta¬ 
tion (and another not far away), I’d like to 
apologise for any offence caused. 

There was no intent to dishonour anyone 
(Tony Blair excluded) and I meant no disre¬ 
spect to either the Royal British Legion and 
its supporters, nor to the family of Damian 
Wright. 

I was shocked to hear about the upset this 
has apparently caused. I’d never dreamt my 
efforts would lead to the national media prob¬ 
ing his mother and widow about their feel¬ 
ings on Vandalism’. 

Personally I don’t consider re-wording the 
poster to be an act of vandalism (or ‘a bit of 
fun’) and I don’t for a moment think that it 
will have adversely impacted on the fund 
raising efforts of the Poppy Appeal. 

Despite the outrage from some quarters, I 
am certain the sentiments expressed by 
myself (and other ‘subvertisers’) are support¬ 
ed by the majority in this country, including 
large numbers of current and ex-servicemen 
and women. 

In fact, if recent polls are to be believed, 
more people would like the troops home now 
than ever voted for the Government that sent 
them to war. 

Some people, while agreeing with the mes¬ 
sage, have suggested that instead of subvert¬ 
ing the Poppy Appeal posters, I should have 
paid for my own. But free speech isn’t free 
and in this Orwellian era of eroding civil lib¬ 
erties and political policing, I wouldn’t fancy 
my chances. Others suggested that I should 
have lobbied my MP and/or lawfully protest¬ 


ed outside Downing Street, but I have - as 
have millions of others. Like most people in 
this country, I have lost faith in the political 
system. I’m disillusioned by the collusion and 
vested interests of the media and despair at 
the injustice all around. Public services get 
cut or privatised and working people lose 
their jobs, pensions or their homes while the 
Government bails out the bankers and sends 
yet more working class kids to die for their 
geopolitical ambitions. It makes me sick. 

Ordinary people don’t have the same free¬ 
doms and privileges enjoyed by the ruling 
classes, who seem immune to being held 
accountable for their greed and corruption. 

Instead, they always seem to find a way to 
‘reward’ themselves, at our expense. Those 
who dissent find themselves labelled as 
‘domestic extremists’ and threatened with 
police violence and terror laws. 

Yes, I’ve been guilty of thought crime. Like 
many, I was appalled when Tony Blair 
became peace envoy to the Middle East and 
horrified at suggestions he could now become 
EU president. So when I saw people had 
started subverting the Afghan posters with 
the new message, ‘For Their Sake, Bring ’Em 
Home’, I was inspired to do my own to 
remind people of Blair’s war record. 

I understand the Royal British Legion val¬ 
ues its reputation as being apolitical and I 
am sorry if anyone felt misled into thinking 
the legion was taking a position on the rights 
or wrongs of current military incursions. 

That was not my intent, although obviously 
I did aim to get passers-by thinking about 
these issues themselves. 

I support the work of the Legion, although I 
think it’s tragic that veterans and their fami¬ 
lies have to rely on charity, rather than 
receive the support they deserve from the 
Government so quick to spend money send¬ 
ing our troops to war. The adage ‘never for¬ 
get’ is one normally associated with 


Remembrance Day and a plea which I hoped 
to enhance through my action. This time of 
remembrance is vital, especial now with fas¬ 
cism stirring again throughout Europe. 

We must remember, not just those who 
gave (and give) their lives but also the rea¬ 
sons we went to war (both then and now). 

I was pleased that the legion, and influen¬ 
tial voices within the Armed Forces, recently 
spoke out against the dark irony of the BNP 
attempting to co-opt imagery of this nation’s 
honourable fight against fascism. 

It’s sad but true, patriotism is routinely co¬ 
opted by those who seek power to further 
their own selfish agendas. I try to have faith 
that the sickening neo-Nazi legacy will never 
take root on our shores but with our democ¬ 
racy in such a shambles, it is seemingly never 
more open to abuse. 

I am forever grateful to all those who have 
risked their lives resisting fascism (be it 
fighting the Nazis, Mosley’s Blackshirts at 
Cable Street, the National Front at 
Lewisham, or the BNP at the BBC). 

I’m also humbled by the likes of Lance- 
Corporal Joe Glenton, who have shown the 
courage to put their necks on the line to 
speak out against the unjust resource wars of 
our corrupt leaders. Some commentators 
have said I should be ashamed of what I did, 
but I am only ashamed I do not have the 
courage to identify myself. Those who should 
really be ashamed are those who make a 
mockery of our democracy, abuse our nation’s 
history and betray the positions of power 
entrusted to them. 

So, I’m truly sorry for any upset caused to 
the family and friends of those who appear 
on the posters, or to those who have served 
this country, but I stand by my message. 

Let’s prosecute our corrupt politicians and 
bring the troops home before Christmas.

Indeed, we know that 
school children with pets take about nine 
days fewer off school that those without. So 
don’t blame pets for the state of our environ¬ 
ment. We need to look at our own actions.

Calling all male Foads 

I would like to bring to the attention of your 
readers a genealogical project designed espe¬ 
cially for Foads in Kent. 

This project hopes to discover how many 
distinct Foad family lines there are in 
England, as well as elsewhere, and to connect 
together those who are descended from the 
same family founders. Simple DNA testing 
for standard genealogical markers will be 
used to compare the participants and to iden¬ 
tify the separate family lines. 

This project is open to all male Foads. As 
only men carry the Y chromosome that is 
being tested, women can participate by 
encouraging a Foad father, brother, uncle, or 
male Foad cousin to become involved. I have 
sufficient funds to pay the cost of testing a 
small number of qualified participants at no 
cost to them except for postage to return 
their samples to the lab. 

There are no privacy concerns for partici¬ 
pants in this project. No health-related infor¬ 
mation is revealed by these tests, no-one’s 
identity can be stolen or impersonated and 
all results are strictly anonymously. 

The DNA testing company in Houston, 
Texas, is very reliable and respected, and the 
project is being run according to strict policies 
on privacy, anonymity and confidentiality. 

This project is just one of about 5,000 family 
history projects that are actively using DNA 
to solve specific genealogical problems.

Make progress on ME 

Sir Peter Spencer of Action for ME is quite 
right. Before people with myalgic 
encephalomyeitis can hope for prevention, 
effective treatment and a cure, the recent 
American study suggesting a retrovirus may 
be a physical cause of their illness must be 
replicated. 

But there is also another important 
prerequisite before further research should 
be undertaken: to ensure that we agree a 
universal set of diagnostic criteria to be used 
each time, or else the results will not be 
comparable and firm conclusions could not 
be drawn. 

Until something more exclusive comes 
along, if any criteria other than the 
Canadian consensus (Carruthers, et al, 2003) 
alone is used there will inevitably be some 
pollution of the sample of people tested, a 
reduction of the numbers in each illness cat¬ 
egory allowed to intrude and, therefore, a 
dilution in the confidence of being able to 
extrapolate conclusions to people only with 
ME and not any other illness within the 
chronic fatigue syndrome (CFS) bundle of 
illnesses, with which it is erroneously 
associated and confounded. 

There are not “250,000 people in the UK 
with ME”, as is often said. There is an esti¬ 
mated range of between 125,000 and 250,000 
with CFS/ME. It is important that we identi¬ 
fy how many of the 250,000 have ME but not 
one of the other illnesses in the CFS bundle 
so the best advice may be offered. 

Many people with ME will be concealed 
within the CFS group, inflating the numbers 
and reducing validity and reliability. 

Sufferers will hope that Action for ME will 
call for government funding to be spent on 
biomedical research, seeking a physical cause 
instead of on psychological management tech¬ 
niques and insist on replication using stan¬ 
dardisation by the most exclusive criteria. 

Progress towards a cure for all these ill¬ 
nesses, not just ME, has been hampered by 
lax experimental design. This landmark 
research has provided a great opportunity to 
take firmer control.

IT IS almost the end of the year, a 
time when we are all busy with 
indoor jobs. The garden can get for¬ 
gotten in winter but there are some 
very good reasons to keep on going 
out there. 

On a cold and breezy day you only need to be 
outside for half and hour to feel thoroughly 
invigorated by the fresh air. And when 
Christmas is in full swing a moment of free¬ 
dom from the kitchen and all the noise as you 
disappear into the garden to pick the parsley 
and thyme will be a real tonic. 

Your garden can provide all the greenery you 
need to decorate the house for Christmas. I use 
long strands of ivy tied with bright ribbon and 
hung onto picture hooks and woven through 
the banisters. Sprigs of conifer, pine, holly and 
eucalyptus drape the mantle shelf with a few 
pine cones and candles. 

Each autumn I earmark good sprigs of holly 
with berries, but the birds regularly wait till a 


week before Christmas before eating them up. 
They must have an all-night party of gorging! 
So Pyracantha and Cotoneaster do perfectly 
well with good red berries that remain on the 
plant into the New Year. And they are much 
easier to handle than prickly holly leaves. 

Go outside and enjoy the perfumes of winter 
flowering shrubs. There can be more perfume 
in the garden now than in the summer months. 
There are so many tough and beautiful shrubs 
to choose from. Viburnum, Camellia, Winter 
Jasmine, Skimmia, Honeysuckle, Witch-hazel, 
Sarcococca, Garrya, and I haven’t even men¬ 
tioned conifers. 


Witch-hazel, Hamamelis, is one of my 
favourites - in January and February the bare 
stems have strange delicate yellow flowers, 
that look more like spiders than flowers, and 
have the most exquisite perfume. 

Skimmia is a shrub that I used to think was 
rather dull. They are evergreen and flower in 
the winter, all well and good. But the berries 
on my female plant have been shining scarlet 
and bright since September, and they will last 
until February or longer. Why should I ask for 
more? 

But I can. Skimmia ‘Kew Green’, thrives in 
the shade and flowers in early spring, with 


large upright conical cream flowers that have 
a wonderful heady perfume. 

The strong perfumes common to many win¬ 
ter flowering shrubs enable the plant to 
attract pollinating insects from great dis¬ 
tances when the weather is mild enough for 
insects to be out and about. Our honey bees 
need nectar throughout the year so growing 
some winter flowering shrubs will help our bee 
colonies to survive the coldest months. 

But for me, the greatest joy of a little time 
outside in winter is to look for the tiny buds 
forming on my shrubs and trees. They are the 
promise of what is to come next year.

The British flag (the Union Jack) incorpo¬ 
rates the national symbols of three distinct 
countries: England, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. 

Those symbols are the St 
George’s Cross - the flag of 
England, St Andrew’s 
Cross - the flag of 
Scotland and St 
Patrick’s Cross - 
the flag of Ireland. 
All are named 
after the patron 
saint of each 
country. 

The Welsh flag, 
with the dragon, 
was not incorpo¬ 
rated into the 
Union flag because 
Wales had already 
been united to England 
when the first version of 
the Union flag was designed 
in 1606.

It’s time for your tulips 


By HANNAH STEPHENSON 


A DECADE ago, Anna Pavord’s 
book The Tulip set a benchmark for 
biographies of the popular bulb, and 
the celebrated gardening writer has 
included the flower again in anoth¬ 
er informative and beautifully-pho¬ 
tographed tome, simply titled Bulb. 

Pavord, who sits on the parks and gardens 
panel of English Heritage, has been growing 
tulips for 40 years and grows around 20 new 
types each year. 

“One thing that strikes me is how brilliant 
the wild tulips are, and they are increasingly 
available through bulb companies and garden 
centres. Wild types are much smaller than we 


are used to, and are not only supremely beau¬ 
tiful but are much more likely to stay than 
other types.” 

While daffodils are best planted in early 
autumn, tulips suit late October or early 
November. 

“The two things tulips need to thrive are per¬ 
fect drainage and to be baked in the summer 
sun,” Pavord explains. 

By growing tulips in pots you can adjust the 
drainage, making sure containers have 
drainage holes at the base, a layer of crocks at 
the bottom and a fast-draining potting mix 
such as John Innes No 3 mixed with a handful 
of gravel or grit. 

“Do not use composts made with peat,” 
Pavord advises. “Tulips like alkaline condi¬ 
tions, not acid ones.” 

However, in the UK you can’t provide the sum¬ 
mer baking which prompts new flower buds to

form deep in the hearts of the bulbs, which is 
why many tulips don’t flower as well in sub¬ 
sequent years as they do in their first. 

The wild varieties tend to be able to put 
up with lesser conditions than other types, 
Pavord observes. 

“By choosing carefully, you can have 
tulips in bloom outside from February until 
early June. In a mixed bed or border, you 
can use tall tulips towards the back of a 
scheme or at the centre of an island bed, 
with shorter tulips growing towards the 
front of the border,” she says. 

Pavord loves her tulips in pots. Again, dif¬ 
ferent heights should be taken into consid¬ 
eration and, as a rule, the tulip should be 
around the same height as the pot is deep. 

“All showy tulips will need a pot which is 
more than one foot [30cm] high. Smaller 
wild tulips can be grown in a more pan¬ 
shaped container,” she says. 

“In a scree, or some other gravel-covered 
area, low-growing tulips look best.” 

As a rule, tulips should be planted three 
times deeper than the height of the bulb 
itself, although gardeners whose soil is 
heavy or clay may plant more shallowly 
than those with fast-draining, sandy soil. 

Containers should be watered well after 
planting, and then left until they have 
almost dried out before watering again. 
When the tulips are in active growth they’ll 
need a steady supply of moisture, but don’t 
waterlog them or the bulbs will rot. 

Among Pavord’s favourites are Tulipa 
orphanidea, a species growing to 21cm with 
pointed petals, in shades of yellow, orange 
or red. 

She also favours T linifolia Batalinii 
Group, an early variety in yellows or 
oranges which should be grown on their 
own in pots - nothing should be allowed to 
overshadow their splendour - or in the 
ground mixed with wallflowers. These 
tulips should return each year and increase 
to make a rich mat. 

Pavord also loves lily-flowered tulips such 
as White Triumphator’ mixed with forget- 
me-nots, and ‘Ballerina’, an elegant tulip in 
sunset shades of orange and red which is 
also sweetly scented with the subtle aroma 
of primroses. 

While tulips undoubtedly look great in 
pots as stand-alone specimens, they also 
have some ideal plant partners. “In

MELLOW YELLOW: 'Fringed Elegance 1 
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Warming up your wooden floors 

NOW is the time to revise the opinion that solid wood 
floors and underfloor heating do not go together. 
Dinesen have used underfloor heating with their 
Douglas and Oak floors since 1995. Obviously, they can 
only speak for their own floors, but in their experience 
underfloor heating is no problem. In fact, in Denmark, 
more than half of the private projects Dinesen work with 
choose underfloor heating with their Dinesen floor. 

There are, of course, some general guidelines which 
need to be followed to avoid impoverishment or cracks 
in the floor. However, most underfloor heating systems 
providing a uniformly distributed heat. 

The planks will, regardless of underfloor heating, 
shrink when the humidity is low. This results in the char¬ 
acteristic expression of a Dinesen floor, emphasizing 
both the width and the length of the planks. During win¬ 
ter, the relative humidity may drop and the wood will 
then settle at lower moisture content and thus shrink. 
Underfloor heating on its own does not cause major 
shrinking. 

It is important that the underfloor heating is started 
slowly to allow the wood to slowly adjust to the temper¬ 
ature changes. This procedure has to be followed both 
for the initial start-up and for later start-ups. 

Dinesen does not provide the underfloor heating sys¬ 
tem, but work with a range of companies, such as Devi, 
Uponor and Wavin.

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More plants needn’t cut 
into your tight budget

STOCKS of roses, willows, weige- 
las, dogwoods and philadelphus 
can all be increased through hard¬ 
wood cuttings. 

It can be done in the garden, and although 
the cuttings will take a year to root, it’s worth 
the wait as you will produce large specimens 
ready for planting out or potting up. 

Cut woody shoots from the base of the cur¬ 
rent year’s growth, making a straight cut 
below a leaf joint and a sloping cut at the tip 
above a bud and angled away from it to leave 
the cuttings 20-30cm long. 

The base can then be dipped into specially- 
formulated hormone rooting powder. 

Make a slit trench in a well-cultivated, 
vacant plot by pushing a spade backwards and 
forwards to create a V shape in the soil, with 
added organic matter. 

Push the cuttings in vertically, 30cm apart, 
firming the soil back around them with your 
heel along each side of the row and closing the 
trench. Water in well. 

By next summer, the cuttings should have 


produced sideshoots, and in autumn you’ll 
have tough, bushy plants ready for transplant¬ 
ing to your chosen spot. 

Hardy plants can be rooted in a sheltered 


part of the garden or in a pot of soil-based com¬ 
post in a garden frame over winter, putting 
them outside in the spring. 

There are many other ways of propagating 


plants, including dividing clumps of grasses, 
herbaceous perennials such as hostas and 
wild geraniums (cranesbill). 

The best time to lift and divide is the spring,

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If you are watching your 
finances but want to 
increase your plant stock, 
late autumn is the time to 
take cuttings from many 
of your deciduous shrubs 


just as growth is beginning, or late autumn, 
as the plant’s foliage is dying down for the 
winter. Tough perennials such as 
Michaelmas daises can be divided in the 
autumn. 

Hostas and agapanthus also do well from 
dividing in late autumn. As hostas have such 
dense, congested roots, just lift the plant - 
root ball and all - and split the clump using 
a sharp knife. 

With old, congested plants, you may need 
to cut out the old woody centre of the clump 
which doesn’t have many strong roots, 
retaining the stronger roots on the outside 
of the plant. 

The divided plants can be planted at a 
depth the same as previously grown, 
the hole infilled with a soil-based 
potting compost which will retain 
more moisture. Firm it with your 
heel to stop air pockets around the 
plant. They can then be watered in 
well and left to settle. 

If you want to increase your house- 
plant stock, leaf cuttings may be 
taken between spring and late 
autumn and are particularly suitable 
for propagating African violets, Begonia 
rex and streptocarpus. 

With African violets, remove a whole 
young leaf complete with stalk and push the 
stalk into a pot of seed compost until the leaf 
rests on the surface. 

Place the pot in a heated propagator, and 
within around six weeks a new plant should 
have formed at the base of the leaf. When it 
is about 2.5cm high, separate it from the old 
leaves and pot it on in a soil-less compost. 

The leaves of Begonia rex can also be laid 
flat on a tray of compost, with the stalk 


removed. The main veins should be cut using 
a sharp knife and the underside of the leaf 
secured to the compost using cocktail sticks 
or fine wire. Keep the compost moist to cre¬ 
ate humidity, but don’t wet the leaf or it may 
rot. If kept humid, a young plant should form 
at each nick. 

Soon enough, you will have increased your 
stock of plants both inside and out, without 
having to break the bank.

Digging up the history ^ ■ I

THE history of allotments dates back to at 
least 1066, and the feudal system estab¬ 
lished by William the Conqueror. 

In those long-ago days, ruling gentry lord¬ 
ed it over their serfs who were allowed to cul¬ 
tivate strips of land in the open manorial 
fields, alongside meadow and grazing rights. 
Field enclosures in the 1500s removed some 
of these rights. 

A hundred-odd years later, slave-driven 
workers had been re-classified as peasants. 
As part of their meagre ration, they were 
permitted to grow foodstuffs next to their 
tied cottages (known as ‘pottagers‘). 

The next wave of enclosures occurred 
between 1760 and 1818. Open and common 
land was grabbed on an enormous scale. 
During that time, 5,000 Acts of Parliament 
secured seven million acres into private 
ownership. 

A further 17 million acres were simply 
taken, principally by the landed gentry and 
yeoman farmers. Peasants were now the 
‘labouring poor’. 

Some parish and private ground was rented 
out to those folk for veg production but oppo¬ 
sition to the needs of the workers was rife. 
Consequently, land allotted for such purposes 
was few and far between. Where it did exist, 
strict rules applied. For instance, in some 
places gardening was prohibited on weekdays 
between 6am-6pm, and all day Sunday. 

Laws were passed in 1845 to legally secure 
cheap and accessible allotments. Although 
the motives were arguably to keep the work¬ 
ing classes out of the pub when not slogging 
away for someone else, this was a momentous 
change. 

Allotments of a practical size for purpose 


became established and popular, especially in 
urban areas. In 1919 and 1945, immediately 
following the two World Wars, well over a mil¬ 
lion allotments were actively in service. 

The radical societal and land-use changes 
since then have seen much leisure garden’ 
space lost to development schemes and dis¬ 
use, but statutory regulations demand that 
authorities provide these areas for use by the 


council tax-paying public. Modem sites are 
havens for people of all races, ages, genders, 
political persuasions and classes: individuals 
who seek solace in the company of the soil 
and what it can produce. 

Enthusiasm for allotment gardening 
comes and goes like most fads and fashions. 
The first thing to do if the prospect takes 
your fancy is to visit your local council offices, 


enquire, and (more than likely) put your 
name on a waiting list. Depending on the 
mood of the day, an opportunity to get deep 
down and dirty may come along sooner than 
you think. Be prepared!

PAT McFADDEN: The business minister was 
impressed by Aimhigher’s work in Kent

A SCHEME aimed at helping 
more youngsters into higher edu¬ 
cation is being hailed a success in 
Kent and Medway. 

The Government-funded Aimhigher proj¬ 
ect targets young people who have the abili¬ 
ty to attend college or university but not nec¬ 
essarily the confidence or knowledge of how 
to do so. 

According to the Aimhigher Kent and 
Medway Partnership, a recent tracking 
study of nearly 2,500 youngsters revealed 
that by age 18 or 19, some 33 per cent of 
them had entered higher education. 

This compares favourably with the 18.1 
per cent participation rate of a similar initia¬ 
tive by the Universities and Colleges 
Admissions Service. 

A large part of the Aimhigher project is the 
effort put in by mentors, who work to inspire 
children from disadvantaged backgrounds. 

A separate tracking study of 91 children 
who received specialist mentoring in year 11 
found that 46 per cent progressed to higher 
education. 

One such mentor - University of 
Greenwich student Vipin Dhunnoo - has 
performed so well in the role that he was 


recently recognised at the National 
Aimhigher Awards. 

The 21-year-old - who works with young 
people at Bexley Business Academy and at 
Blackfen School for Girls in Sidcup - was 
congratulated by business minister Pat 
McFadden. 

Mr McFadden said: “It’s heart-warming to 
read the stories of individuals who have won 
awards, some from very challenging circum¬ 
stances. 

“The Government is committed to pursu¬ 
ing social justice, which is why we have con¬ 
tinued to expand the university system and 
explore ways to make it more accessible. I 
believe the future of higher education 
remains exceedingly bright.” 

Based at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, the Aimhigher Kent and 
Medway Partnership also includes the 
University of Kent, the University for the 
Creative Arts, the Open University and sev¬ 
eral colleges. 

Mr McFadden said: “Aimhigher is a bril¬ 
liant example of a programme that changes 
the lives of young people. 

“It helps to give them the chance of a bet¬ 
ter future and to realise their dreams and 
ambitions. 

“I am pleased to be involved in the 2009 
awards, celebrating the hard work and dedi¬ 
cation of those benefiting from Aimhigher 
and the staff who support them.”

IT WAS doubly appropriate 
that Vauxhall should use 
Portmeirion to unveil its impres¬ 
sive new Astra. 

The Welsh village and its exotic architec¬ 
ture shot to prominence in the 1960s as a 
backdrop for the enigmatic cult series 
The Prisoner, starring the late Patrick 
McGoohan as a secret agent marooned 
there and known only as ‘No6\ 

This new Astra is, of course, also No6 
in a series stretching back to 1979. What 
Vauxhall probably didn’t want written into 
its launch though was the unfortunate 
resemblance between the Astra’s arrival 
and one of the labyrinthine scripts from 
The Prisoner. 

Cash-strapped General Motors (GM) has 
deliberated for months on selling its 
European arm - the Vauxhall and Opel

brands - and which factories might close 
in the process. 

This has threatened Vauxhall’s plants 
at Luton and Ellesmere Port on 
Merseyside and a re-jig of production 
capacity is still on the cards, despite GM’s 
decision only this week to retain the 
European operation 

What is clear though is how Ellesmere 
Port won its right to build the new Astra 
fair and square, after working to become 
Europe’s most efficient GM plant; it 
would be a tragedy now to lose another 
chunk of Britain’s much reduced car 
industry just as it produced one of its best 
products ever. 


For the new Astra has strength in depth, 
from similarly slick styling that helped the 
bigger Insignia to the coveted European 
Car of the Year 2009 title, right down to 
attention to interior detail. 

The latter includes innovative re-thinking 
about how people use a typical family hatch¬ 
back, higher cabin quality and, as with its 
predecessor, a racy downswept roofline that 
does not eat into rear headroom. 

The family hatch segment is one of the 
most important in the UK market, cur¬ 
rently accounting for 23 per cent of regis¬ 
trations and some 60 per cent of those go to 
the company and fleet sector.

We’ve said it before, but lightweight yet 
punchy petrol engines are likely to halt the 
switch to diesel as they begin to deliver 
more low-down urge, better economy and 
lower emissions. 

This engine certainly sits well here and if 
you want more petrol power there is also a 
180PS 1.6-litre Turbo - the most powerful 
unit in the line-up for now.

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IS TOYOTA being just too clever 
now with the introduction of the 
bigger-engined IQ3? 

Having outsmarted Germany’s Smart by the 
small yet important margins seen in the city 
car sector, you wonder if the Japanese giant 
has now lost its marbles. 

The move certainly does not add up at first: 
the IQ3 (from £11,615) is £2,000 dearer than 
the IQ entry model with the 1.0-litre engine 
we saw at launch, the bigger engine’s higher 
C02 emissions (113g/km) means losing 
exemption from road tax - and coughing up 
£35 a year - and it averages 5-6mpg less than 
the smaller engine, depending on whether it is 
manual or auto. 

But a would-be buyer needs to use their own 
IQ here and work out exactly how they are 
going to use the car. In three-cylinder 1.0 form, 
the IQ really is a city car, though there’s no 
reason why you shouldn’t drive long distances 
occasionally, especially as the car’s wide track 
and cabin make it feel like a larger vehicle. 

But the four-cylinder 1.3 engine delivers 
more acceleration and, crucially, more cruising 
power and refinement than the ‘three pot’ on 
the motorway, as I found when road testing a 
car loaned by Motorline Toyota at Canterbury. 

This makes the IQ3 a great commuter car 
and suited to someone who lives some way 
from London or has a long commute across 
Kent, as well as some town driving. 

In short, a better all-rounder and potentially 
someone’s only car, whereas the original might

be stretched to fulfil more than the duties of a 
second car. The IQ3 also suits an automatic 
gearbox, which in turn fits the ethos of the 
small city runabout. The original IQ is by no 
means poor in this area, but the auto gear 
changes can feel a little more frantic, though 
nothing like as bad as the Smart’s, which can 
feel like a fairground ride in city traffic. 

Overall IQ attributes are impressive too. It is 
just 30cm longer than the Smart yet gains two 
extra seats. However, the seat behind the driv¬

er is unsuitable even for a 
child in a child seat, unless 
the driver is pressed 
against the windscreen. 

The front passenger seat is staggered close to 
the dashboard though, and this leaves room 
for an adult to sit behind - just. So we have a 
3+1-seat car rather than a full four-seater and 
the ‘+1’ is really the boot, as there is barely any 
space behind the rear seatbacks. 

Nevertheless, the IQ is masterly packaging 



and its lower stance, combined with its wider 
track, goes a long way towards overcoming the 
pitching motion expected from a car with such 
a short wheelbase. The IQ drives and handles 
well for its size too. In fact, the larger engine of 
the IQ3 also settles the car more. Interior 
quality and trimming are superb, although it 
could be a bit funkier to take on the Smart. On 
the other hand, if you want the ‘Lexus’ of city 
cars then this is it, and it 
comes with no less than nine 
airbags - it may be small, but 
it is very safe. 

OK, there is something of 
the Lexus about the price 
and even Motorline admits 
many buyers turn to the 
slightly bigger, yet cheaper, 
full four-seat Aygo. 

But Motorline’s Canter¬ 
bury manager Robert Hobbs 
said: “IQ customers appreciate something a lit¬ 
tle different. The IQ is a car with intelligent 
answers to questions often raised with small 
car packages. It’s funky and genuinely fun to 
drive, with an amazing turning circle, plus a 
feel of interior quality not seen in such a small 
car before.”

Peugeot Bipper Tepee 


IT MAY be a while before anyone 
can announce Tve got a Bipper 
Tepee 7 without fear of raising innu¬ 
endo-laden eyebrows. 

I prompted a few this week with Peugeot's 
new budget MPV; enough to highlight the 
nation's enduring passion for saucy seaside 
postcards and dodgy sitcoms of the Are You 
Being Served and “Alio Alio variety. 

The French, of course, will simply shrug and 
wonder what l Les Rosbifs' are getting so 
worked up about this time. 

But at least it deflects the usual Postman 
Pat jihes provoked by van-based people 
movers like this. 

Let's also dispose of other negative observa¬ 
tions this week: What's this - the new 
Popcmobile? How did you escape from 
Legoland? Is this the latest Dyson vacuum 
cleaner? 

With that off my chest, let’s check the sheer 
good sense of the recession-busting Bipper, 
priced from just £9,995. 


A Bipper Tepee? 



It’s Peugeot’s MPV take on a van, produced 
jointly with sister brand Citroen and Fiat, 
using the latter's Grande Punto supermini 
platform. 

This means that, despite the high-sided 
appearance of the Bipper Tepee - and its Fiat 
Qubo and Citroen Nemo Multispace equiva¬ 
lents - it handles tidily and really is not that 
dull to drive. 

A good start when you discover how handy 
the car can be on top of that; the original hi- 
cube van design means dramatic headroom 


and the potential to carry loads of luggage as 
well as five people in decent comfort. 

Tumble the split folding rear seats forward 
though - and lock in place with primiti% r e yet 
effective bungee cords provided - or even remove 
completely and you have a load space that can 
swallow a large chest of drawers and more. 

This is helped by sliding rear side doors and a 
huge top-hinged tailgate that, also doubles as a 
rain shelter when loading and unloading or sim¬ 
ply 'grandstanding' or picnicking at an event. 

There is plenty of clever stowage too, though 


I was surprised at the lack of overhead lockers, 
considering that Peugeot pulled out all the 
stops on its bigger Partner Tepee. 

Van origins and budget pricing are also 
betrayed by pop-out rather than wind down 
rear windows plus some painted metalwork 
in the cabin and rubber floor covering, pre¬ 
sumably so that you could hose them out. 
Even at this budget end of the market, deal¬ 
ers may have to throw in some decent mats to 
clinch a sale. 

My car was a top-spec Outdoor, which

looks chunkier thanks to bigger side protec¬ 
tion mouldings, lower front panel trim and 
standard-fit roof bars. It also gains air-con, 
front fog lights plus higher suspension and 
under engine protection - for the more 
rural-based owner. 


Air-con apart though, I question whether a 
budget-conscious Bipper Tepee buyer would 
fork out the extra £800 or so for this spec 
rather than the entry level ‘S’ package. 

Far more difficult is the petrol versus diesel 
argument and you will need to weigh likely 
mileage and outgoings carefully. It will 
cost you an extra £1,000 to have the 70bhp 
1.4-litre turbodiesel, but it will average 
around 60mpg and cost you just £35 a year in 
road tax due to its low emissions. 

It is also a bit quieter than Fiat’s 75bhp 
1.3-litre diesel option in the Qubo, but it 
is more sluggish; I know Bipper buyers will 
not be expecting much, but 0-62mph in near¬ 
ly 19 seconds is glacial - imagine what it will 
be like when fully laden. 

The 75bhp 1.4-litre petrol alternative is still 
no flier <0-62mph in 16.6 seconds), but it will 
save you a grand upfront and every time you 


fill up, while still averaging over 40mpg 
though you will pay £ 145/year road tax. 
Insuring any Bipper Tepee is group 2-3.

FAST TRACK: Developments such as the new high-speed domestic rail services to the 
capital are crucial to Kent’s future prosperity, says Invest Thames Gateway

INVESTMENT in Kent’s trans¬ 
port network is crucial to its eco¬ 
nomic future, according to a major 
report from Invest Thames 
Gateway. 

It reveals 81 per cent of senior business peo¬ 
ple surveyed said road, rail, sea and air facili¬ 
ties are more important than ever for business 
on a national, local and international level. 

And 63 per cent said transport was essential 
to attract an increasingly mobile and demand¬ 
ing workforce. 

More than half (52 per cent) cited globalisa¬ 
tion of business as driving demand for efficient 
and integrated transport networks, while 46 
per cent disputed the popular view that ‘virtu¬ 
al’ meetings and communications reduced the 
need for business transport - it is no substi¬ 
tute for real time face-to-face contact, they 
argued. 


Half of respondents also cited committed 
Government support to transport infrastruc¬ 
ture as essential to their future investment 
decisions. The investment agency’s report, 
called Smart Connections: The Essential Role 


of Transport for Borderless Business, drew on 
opinions from more than 300 senior interna¬ 
tional business people. 

Invest Thames Gateway MD Gareth John 
said: “The report provides vital insight into 


>. the crucial role transport plays and will con- 
gj tinue to play in the future economic success of 
J locations. 

< “The Thames Gateway, which benefits from 
| unrivalled connections to London and main- 
| land Europe, gives the region the potential to 
become one of the UK’s most exciting and well- 
connected business investment locations.” 

The report suggests that as cities, regions 
and countries fight for future investment 
spend, transport infrastructure is the ‘x-factor’ 
in investor decisions. 

It believes Thames Gateway - a 40-mile 
stretch north and south of the Thames 
Estuary including the north Kent coast - is 
already a thriving link between London and 
Europe through high-speed rail, major road 
networks and sea and airports. 

Recent infrastructure projects have already 
enhanced the region’s overall competitiveness 
it added, with highlights including: the high¬ 
speed domestic rail link, Crossrail, Eurostar at 
Ebbsfleet, a new deep water port at Shell 
Haven, extensions to the East London Line 
and new developments at London City 
Airport. 


Sp lash the cash: £3m Euro-boost for coastal towns 


KENT’S reviving coastal towns have received £3 mil¬ 
lion in aid to attract more visitors and stimulate 
business. 

Kent County Council and Visit Kent - the county’s 
tourism agency - working with cross-Channel part¬ 
ners have beaten competition from other European 
areas to secure EU grants for two tourism projects. 

Three other EU grants worth an additional £1.3m 
were also approved for the county. 

One of the twin tourism successes is Greet The 
World, which is worth about £lm to the county and 
capitalises on cultural and sporting developments 
taking place in the cross-Channel region over the 
next three years, including the 2012 London Olympics, 


and Margate’s Turner Contemporary Gallery. 

Activities planned include a cross-Channel Big Day 
Out for residents, a cross-border tourism guide for 
businesses, development of a cross-Channel access 
website, and a media campaign for both sides of the 
water. 

A further £700,000 will be spent in Kent on Coastal 
Actions on Sustainable Tourism, involving local peo¬ 
ple as champions for their community and targeting 
new visitor groups by changing their perceptions of 
coastal areas. 

Activities will include developing a network of local 
volunteers, organising activity weekends, using new 
technologies to promote attractions and analysing 


tourism facilities. Kent organisations have now land¬ 
ed more than £7m in such EU aid. KCC deputy cabinet 
member for international relations, Alan Marsh, said: 
“KCC has a track record of success in securing 
European funding. This has been achieved by a very 
small group of dedicated people working with differ¬ 
ent partners on various projects, using their expertise 
to identify suitable bids for the benefit of Kent.” 

The three smaller EU-sponsored projects were for 
ports such as Ramsgate to provide pontoon mooring 
for vessels involved in offshore wind farms off the 
Kent coast; for green tourism centres at Reculver and 
Romney Marsh; and for expert teaching for young 
composers on both sides of the Channel.

ANALYSTS tell us the recession is still biting hard and some sectors 
are even continuing the downward spiral, writes Pat Crawford. 


Among all the dismal reports and negative 
predictions though, one industry is showing 
real signs of sustainable revival - farming. 

In fact, the sector usually branded as ‘farm¬ 
ing’ is broken up by the industry itself into 
segments consisting of different forms of 
agriculture and horticulture. 

The names don’t really matter; what is 
important is their relationship to food 
production. 

Food production, in its various forms, was 
once Britain’s most important industry. It 
slid down the prosperity ladder for all sorts of 
reasons, some related to the global market 
and cheap imports from countries with far 
lower production costs. 

This in turn led to loss of ‘seasonality’. A 
revolution in food sourcing was occurring 
and the British farmer soon had his back 
against the wall. 

Food miles 

That is changing, in a big way. Consumers 
want food produced in this country, not some¬ 
thing totting up food miles travelling round 
the world. They want to know how their food 
is produced, especially if it relates to live¬ 
stock and involves standards of animal hus¬ 
bandry - the UK has the best in the world. 

Consumers also know population increases 
are going to start threatening food security 
globally. As a result, we shall be more and 
more dependant on our own farmers to put 
food on our plates. We need to start taking 
out insurance now against going hungry 
later and that has to involve farmers raising 
production. 

The farming revival is well under way but, 
unless there is drastic change, a lack of ambi¬ 
tious new entrants will hold up the industry. 

This is solvable though. There are people of 


all ages and from all walks of life who would 
like to know more about careers in farming. 

Some of them may have had a secret yearn¬ 
ing to be a hands-on farmer for years. 

Some are still at school. Some may have 
been made redundant or suffered a similar 
setback and are seeking a change in career 
direction. Some may have good academic, 
and other, qualifications. Others may not. 
And there will be some who like the idea of 
the industry yet don’t actually want to be a 
hands-on farmer, but would like to be 
involved in research or marketing or another 
support service. 

One of the problems with investigating 
career opportunities in any business area is 
that access to information is often vague. 

Generally, farming is no exception, which 
may explain why career advisers and others 
tend to be rather ill-informed about what the 
industry really can offer. 

But structured help is at hand from a new 
website: www.careersinfarming.co.uk. 

This provides information about a training 
scheme called Fresh Start. Even better, 
Hadlow College, near Tonbridge, is holding a 
live Fresh Start event: a friendly and infor¬ 
mal meeting on Wednesday, December 2, 
with a welcoming drink at 6.30pm and 
chance to chat and discuss before a short 
presentation at 7pm. 

Then comes question time, when attendees 
can find out about the Fresh Start 
Academies and other training programmes - 
Hadlow offers a huge range, including 
degrees. 

Several farmers will be available to give 
their insight into what farming has to offer.

End of a distinguished innings 


AN ERA ended this week when Hugh 
Dinwiddy OBE, Kent’s oldest surviving crick¬ 
eter, passed away at the age of 97. 

Born in 1912 in Kensington, Dinwiddy’s 
first-class career was relatively unremarkable, 
but he achieved a certain distinction by 
becoming the last cricketer alive to have 
played with both Sir Donald Bradman and 
Jack Hobbs. 

Reportedly a terrific fielder in the covers, he 
looked set for great things when he scored a 
double-century for Kent’s seconds against 
Devon in 1938, a knock that earned him a call 
to the first-team. 

Yet although he made 45 in his second game 
against Surrey at Blackheath, that proved the 
high watermark for his career. 

Hobbs, then 50, wished Dinwiddy the best of 
luck, but he would only make a total of 15 first- 
class appearances for Kent and Cambridge 
University over the next three seasons. 

He never again passed that score and 


although he was listed as a leg-spinner, in a 
meagre six overs he failed to take a single 
wicket. 

He did get the chance to play against 
Bradman in a 1934 tour match for the stu¬ 
dents, but made 0 and 2 as they lost by an 
innings and 163 runs. 

“He didn’t say much to me,” was his recollec¬ 
tion of the Don - not an uncommon reaction 
among contemporaries. 

Din woody switched to rugby, winning 
Cambridge Blues in 1934 and 1935 and earn¬ 
ing an unsuccessful trial with England a year 
later. 

He later taught at Ampleforth College, 
served with the Royal Navy and lived in 
Uganda where he helped establish a universi¬ 
ty, earning an OBE. 

He returned to England in 1970, though he 
continued to write on African affairs. 

He died peacefully on October 31 in Bognor 
Regis, West Sussex, surrounded by his family.

OLYMPIC champion Jamie Staff 
has given the clearest indication 
yet that he wishes to defend his 
Team Sprint title at the London 
2012 Games. 

After winning gold in Beijing a year ago, the 
Kent cyclist has often played down any specula¬ 
tion that he will appear at London 2012. 

However, after six months out of the sport 
during the summer and a blistering start to the 
new season, he appears to have changed his 
tune and is determined to be in the running for 
when the Games arrive at these shores. 

The 36-year-old, from Ashford, would be 39 and 
one of the oldest riders competing by the time the 
2012 Games begin. 

He, however, is realistic about his chances of rac¬ 
ing in London as pressure is increasing on the 
more experienced riders from the younger gener¬ 
ation, who are themselves staking a claim for 
future squad places. 

Improving 

“I would like to be at London to defend my 
title,” Staff said defiantly. “I know there are an 
awful lot of young riders that are just getting 
quicker and quicker. 

“Everyone is improving and I think even Chris 
Hoy is in much better shape than he was in Beijing, 
which is frightening. Jason Kenny, who won gold 
with us at Beijing, is not even in the top three at the 
moment, which shows how competitive it is. 

“It would be amazing to be at London and that 
is my goal, but there is a long time from now until 
the Games. We will have to just wait and see how 
it all pans out.” 

After romping to World Cup gold at Manchester 
last week, Staff feels he has done enough to qual¬ 
ify for the World Championships in March next 
year. His next task is to keep himself in shape for 
selection for the all-important Team Sprint trio to 
battle for the world title. 

He said: “I think I have done enough to qualify, 
which is the main goal this season. My place in the 
team is not by any means secure. Now I have got to 
focus on being in the best shape and work hard in 
training to keep my place in the squad.”

Mos refuse to give up hopes of Premier League return 


INVICTA Dynamos have not given 
up hope of reviving their Premier 
League status after a seven-year 
exile in the National League. 

The Mos are one of the county’s 
most consistently successful 
teams, winning silverware in each 
of the last eight seasons. They typ¬ 
ically attract crowds of about 500 
to the Gillingham Ice Bowl for 
home games, figures which would 
be the envy of many non-league 
football clubs. 

Despite winning their league 
title for six successive seasons, 
they are unable to make the step 
up to the Premier League due to 
financial constraints - the same 
reason the club dropped out of the 
division in 2003. 

Martin Rider, head of marketing 
at the club, said: “We should be 
higher because we’ve won the 
league six or seven years 
running, that’s telling you we’re 



good enough to compete at the 
next level. But without the 
finances we’d end up dropping out 
the league and then we’d be back to 
square one. 

“It’s hard work, I probably send 


100 emails out a week looking for 
sponsors and I might get two 
answers back saying ‘sorry, maybe 
next season’.” 

The club estimate they would 
need to generate around £50,000 
per season to be comfortable at the 
higher level, almost double what it 
costs to play in the National 
League. 

The biggest source of irritation 
for head coach Kevin Parrish is he 
believes his squad could compete 
at the higher level, even without 
making additions. 

He said: “I don’t think there’s a 
big gap in ability. I think if we 
played Romford Raiders, who are 
bottom of the Premier League at 
the moment, we’d beat them. 

“It’s frustrating but we have to 
carry on dealing with what we’ve 
got. A couple of times we’ve come 
close to finalising deals but people 
have gone back on their promises.”

Sittingbourne, whose gates are down almost 
25 per cent on last season’s figures. If all tick¬ 
ets were sold at full price, it means the 
Ryman South side are recouping £1,120 per 
home game this season rather than £1,472 a 
year ago. Taken across the whole league sea¬ 
son, it means a drop of more than £7,000. 

The club cut their wage bill by a third for 
this season but are still struggling to make 
ends meet after co-tenants Maidstone United 
moved out of Bourne Park this summer. 


Secretary John Pitts said: “The attendances 
don’t go anywhere near to covering the wage 
bill. We’re at a loss to understand it because 
the performances have been good. The atten¬ 
dances over the last two or three years have 
dropped alarmingly. 

“If things continue there won’t be a 
Sittingbourne Football Club. The lease is up 
in 2012, I can’t imagine we could extend it 
with the attendances we have at the 
moment. That’s my personal view, but it’s 
serious for a club going since 1886.” 

The number of clubs folding is still relative¬ 
ly rare, but both Margate and Folkestone 
Invicta continue to struggle financially with 
large unpaid tax bills. Football clubs are often 
run on wafer-thin margins, so even small 
changes in gate money can have a big effect. 

Whitstable Town are another side suffer¬ 
ing. After a spike in numbers following their 
Kent League title in 2006/07, they have 
been losing supporters ever since. 
Oystermen chairman Joe Brownett believes 


promotion has been part of the problem. 

He said: “I don’t think it’s too much to do 
with the credit crunch. The Ryman League is 
great for us but when clubs are coming from 
100 miles away it doesn’t engender the same 
enthusiasm as playing Herne Bay or 
Faversham. It’s not a disaster at the moment. 
We’re getting about 140, but if it dropped 
under 100 we would be very concerned.” 

A lack of local derbies is also an issue high¬ 
er up the pyramid. Last season Dover 
Athletic faced rivals Dartford, Maidstone, 
Margate and Ramsgate in the Ryman 
Premier, but after going up a level their near¬ 
est ‘derby’ games are Welling and Bromley. 

Dover chairman Jim Parmenter believes 
it is the reason for the dip in average gates 
this season. 

He said: “We expected a fall. In the Blue 
Square South there aren’t any local games so 
the away support is lower. Our home numbers 
have held up and even increased slightly.” 

The picture is less conclusive lower down at 
Kent League level, where virtually every 
game is a derby. 

The division has undoubtedly been affected 
by the loss of comparatively well-supported 
clubs like Ramsgate, Maidstone and 
Whitstable, who have won promotion in 
recent years, with the new sides coming in 
from below much smaller. Despite this, aver¬ 
age attendances for league games last month 
were almost identical to October, 2008. 

Kent League chairman Denise Richmond is 
not overly concerned. 

She said: “I don’t think the numbers have 


What effort are 
clubs making to 
boost support? 

AS WELL as more straightforward 
fundraising techniques, Kent clubs have 
adopted a variety of tactics in recent 
months to try and boost attendances. 

• SITTINGBOURNE: One of the worst 
affected by falling gates, and they 
have tried to branch out to new fans. The 
Brickies supporters’ club have handed out 
5,000 fliers offering a discount for home 
games in November. Club secretary John 
Pitts said: “There are a lot of new people in 
the town but most of them seem to have 
allegiances with big Premier League 
teams, it’s very difficult to know how to 
attract them down. We’re hoping cheaper 
tickets will lure people in.” 

• WHITSTABLE: They have the second 
largest drop in attendances in our fig¬ 
ures. They have attempted to cope by 
becoming less reliant on the gate money 
and diversifying their income streams at 
the Belmont. Like many clubs they rent out 
their clubhouse for private functions and 
have tried hosting new types of events at 
the ground away from match days. 
Chairman Joe Brownett said: “We held a 
concert a few months ago which was 
good and we hope to have another one 
subject to everyone agreeing. We’re all try¬ 
ing hard to raise money in other directions 
and it’s been successful up to a point.” 

• The most extreme measure has been 
to let people in for free. Faced with 
five home games last December, Dover 
Athletic’s board opted to make their fixture 
with Tooting & Mitcham free to enter. Kick¬ 
off was delayed to accommodate the 
bumper crowd, with more than 2,700 
showing up for a Tuesday night game. 
Chairman Jim Parmenter said: “It helps 
loyalty among the fans, but I wouldn’t rec¬ 
ommend doing it too often - it’s a calcula¬ 
tion on whether you’ll make back the 
money in the long-term.” 


fallen off dramatically. People are fickle and 
support a winning team, drifting away when 
things aren’t going well. It ebbs and flows, 
numbers probably are falling but I’m not too 
worried at the moment.” 

Adrian Clarke, an audit director in the 
South East with business advisers Baker 
Tilly, believes that while there are encourag¬ 
ing signs of recovery in the economy, the end 
is still a way off for struggling clubs. 

He said: “The best thing we can say is most 
commentators are saying the worst is proba¬ 
bly over - there’s a little less uncertainty 
than before. It’s probably not going to 
improve until the second quarter next year 
but things like attendances are based around 
consumer confidence. That usually lags six to 
12 months behind the economy, which means 
clubs have another tough season next year.” 


DECLINING attendances are 
becoming a major problem for 
many of the county’s clubs, to the 
extent where some are in a perilous 
situation and battling to survive. 

The table (opposite) shows how individual 
clubs have been affected over the last three 
seasons. It shows a significant overall decline 
in numbers which, more alarmingly, is com¬ 
ing at an increasingly rapid rate with falls 
much more marked this season compared to 
last season. 

The exceptions can all be explained by suc¬ 
cess, either promotion to a higher division - 
as in the case of Gillingham and Cray 
Wanderers this season - or teams challeng¬ 
ing for promotion - such as Ashford Town 
and Welling United last season. 

Attendances generally are always in a con¬ 
stant state of flux, with casual fans drifting 
from struggling clubs to watch successful 
ones. Gillingham’s experience is typical with 
their average gate dropping after relegation 
in 2007/08, before enjoying a surge in support 
this season following promotion. 

Drops 

But significantly, teams such as Bromley, 
Tonbridge Angels, Chatham and Whitstable, 
who have stayed in the same division for the 
last three seasons, have all suffered large 
drops. Even Dover, promoted in style for the 
last two campaigns, have been hit with 
almost a 12 per cent fall this season. 

Barry Bright, chairman of the Kent County 
Football Association and vice-chairman of the 
Football Association, admits it is a nation¬ 
wide problem, but does not just attribute it to 
the recession. 

He said: “It’s a situation throughout the 
country. Kent is not immune from the current 
economic problems, but that’s only one factor. 
People’s social habits are changing and a lot 
work on Saturday afternoons now. 

“It’s not abnormal compared to the rest of 
the country. If you look at figures for the FA 
Cup, FA Trophy and FA Vase it’s disappoint¬ 
ing. There is a trend, but how you address it, 
I don’t really know.”

Overseas influence 


STEVE TERVET examines how the impact of foreign rugby 
players on county clubs has been met with mixed feelings 


PLAYERS from the Southern 
hemisphere have long been a part 
of English top-flight rugby and 
their influence on the sport in Kent 
is also proving significant. 

The county’s clubs are far from unified in 
their views on importing overseas talent, with 
some actively seeking to introduce foreigners 
to the club while others maintain a home¬ 
grown-only policy. 

Folkestone, who play in London 3 South 
East, recently welcomed five Estonian players 
after the Baltic side had travelled for a match 
against the England Deaf team, played at their 
New Burlington Ground in August. 

Taavi Ermel went straight into the first XV 
to cover at prop and has since made the posi¬ 
tion his own, while the classy Karmo Lomp has 
also featured in the side. 

Mart Korgesaar, Tanel Akilov and Allan 
Askileskiri complete the quintet, and alongside 
New Zealander Joe Hull, who the club found on 
the internet, the newcomers have all settled 
and begun to establish themselves. 

First preference 

However, John Kidman, Folkestone’s over¬ 
seas liaison officer, said: “The players we’ve 
brought in from overseas have simply filled a 
need - we’re not actively seeking players from 
abroad. 

“We don’t favour anyone over our local play¬ 
ers and the youngsters coming through usual¬ 
ly get first preference.” 

Just 10 miles away, Dover have enjoyed a 
meteoric rise in recent years and are riding 
high in London 1 South - two divisions above 
Folkestone. 

Their six promotions in eight seasons have 
been won by players almost exclusively from 
the town, and chairman Richard Catt says

their reliance on local talent has been hand¬ 
somely repaid. 

He said: ‘We have several players who were 
good enough in earlier years to move up to a 
higher league but they’ve stayed with us 
because they know each other and they work 
well together. 

“Other clubs have five-figure benefactors and 
they will buy in from abroad, but the local play¬ 
ers get displaced and it’s not conducive to them 
coming back in the future.” 

Also in London 1 South, Tunbridge Wells reg¬ 
ularly field South African gap year students 
who study at Holmewood House School, with 
Jonte van der Meulen - the latest arrival - 
joining Sitiveni Turagaiviu in the Wells team 
after the Fijian centre contacted a number of 
sides in the South East. 

Chairman Roger Clarke said: “The overseas 



players raise the standard for everyone and 
they can change the course of a game. 

“However, the balance has to be right and 
you can’t fill your team with southern hemi¬ 
sphere players.” 

Tonbridge Juddians name Australian Logan 
Oliver and Fijian Tomasi Biutiviti among their 
squad and Darren Grasby, director of rugby, 
believes their arrival has positively impacted 
the club at all levels. 

He said: “The quality and skill-set the over¬ 
seas players bring with them has a knock-on 
effect for the whole club - since winning 
promotion last year we’ve added two new sen¬ 
ior sides.” 












KENT driver Jonathan Kennard is in talks 
with Formula One teams about a permanent 
test driver role for 2010, writes Tom 
Howard. 

The single-seater racer, from Tunbridge 
Wells, has been driving in the relatively new 
Superleague Formula, but with four new 
teams set to line-up on the 2010 Formula 
One grid, he is eyeing a move into motor rac¬ 
ing’s top series. 

New teams Manor FI, Campos FI, USF1 
and Lotus are all joining the Formula 
One grid next season and will all need test 
drivers. 

The 24-year-old is no stranger to testing 
FI cars after being asked by the Williams 
team to drive their 2009 car this time last 


year. He has already opened talks with the 
new FI teams and is hoping he can secure 
a test role. 

He said: “The talks are going well at the 
moment with regards to a test seat and I am 
going to be continuing to negotiate with 
teams during the winter, and from what I 
have heard so far it is promising. 

‘With the new teams coming into Formula 
One next season it is an excellent opportuni¬ 
ty for me to try and secure a test seat.” 

Although Kennard has left the 
Superleague series before today’s final 
round of the season in Spain, he is interest¬ 
ed in finding a permanent race seat in the 
growing championship for next year. 

The series, which combines football and 
motor racing, is expected to announce an 
expanded calendar for 2010, which could see 
him race at home circuit Brands Hatch. 


Cumbers set 
for Gills exit? 



LUIS Cumbers’ days at Gillingham appear 
numbered after Mark Stimson admitted 
the striker’s latest loan move could become 
permanent. 

The 21-year-old, who 
has only just returned 
from a spell at 
Ebbsfleet, joined AFC 
Wimbledon this week 
on an initial one- 
month loan deal. 

Cumbers played for 
the Dons two seasons 
ago, helping them to 
the Ryman Premier 
title. 

Injuries have repeatedly hindered the striker’s 
progress at Priestfield, having started just two 
games for the first-team. While Cumbers has 
been prolific at times in non-league he has never 
been able to translate that form for the Gills. 

Manager Mark Stimson remains uncon¬ 
vinced and is prepared to let Cumbers go per¬ 
manently. 

“He’s been out on loan and when he comes 
back he doesn’t really come back as though it’s 
his last chance,” he said. 

“AFC Wimbledon had him once before and 
liked him, if there’s potential there of a move 
then that possibly might happen. I spoke to 
him and said ‘you’ve got to go for it now and 
give it everything’. 

“They say they will but after seeing him play 
in some games then if that’s the best he’s got 
then unfortunately it might not be enough.” 



Nurburg nightmare 
on Bridger’s debut 

MECHANICAL problems cut short Jay 
Bridger’s GT racing debut at the notori¬ 
ous Nurburgring Nordschleife circuit 
last weekend. 

The 21 -year-old driver from Horsmonden, 
near Tonbridge, was invited by German- 
based Porsche team Lake Motorsport to 
take part in a six-hour endurance race at 
the world’s longest track. 

After performing well in the Thursday 
test run, Bridger was looking forward to 
racing on the 13-mile circuit, but an engine 
failure on Friday prevented the team from 
entering the race. 

He said: “Obviously it was disappointing 
not to take part in the race, but I have 
learnt how to drive the car and the circuit 
if we come back here next year. It really is 
a tough track. I am used to driving 2.5-mile 
circuits and this was more like 25 miles.” 

Bridger will return single-seater driving 
later this month after securing a test with 
a Formula 3 team. 

Gills put a halt to 
Roo contract talks 

GILLINGHAM have put contract talks 
with teenage midfielder Luke Rooney (pic¬ 
tured) on hold until the New Year. 

The 18-year-old only 
signed professional 
forms earlier this year, 
but after an excellent 
start to the season 
was offered a new deal 
last month to keep him 
at Priestfield until 2013. 

Fellow youngster 
Jack Payne signed 
the same deal imme¬ 
diately but Rooney, 
after consulting with 
his agent, stalled on agreeing terms. 

During the negotiations Gills boss Mark 
Stimson has been worried by the winger’s 
mixed form and decided to suspend the 
talks to allow Rooney to concentrate on 
his game. 

He said: “At the moment it’s been put on 
hold and we’re probably going to look at it 
in January. They weren’t dead keen on the 
contract and I think it was affecting him a 
little bit.” 

Welling boss to 
start another Day 

THE non-league managerial merry-go- 
round continued to revolve this week, with 
Welling United announcing Jamie Day 
(pictured) as their new boss. 

He was unable to 
officially take over as 
manager for the Wings’ 
game at Worcester 
City yesterday, howev¬ 
er, as Dartford say the 
midfielder is still under 
contract at Princes 
Park. 

The two clubs have 
been locked in talks 
regarding compensation for Day, who 
made more than 130 appearances at Park 
View Road between 2004 and 2007. 

Caretaker boss Lee Protheroe took 
charge for the Wings again yesterday with 
both clubs hoping to come up with an 
amicable end to the saga next week. 





































CLUBS IN FIGHT 
FOR SURVIVAL 

Poor attendances threat to game in county 



KENT’S leading football clubs are 
experiencing potentially crippling 
drops in attendances that could 
lead to several folding in the near 
future if the situation doesn’t 
improve. 
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A KOS Media investigation has revealed 
that gates at the worst-hit football clubs 
have almost halved in just two seasons. 

Statistics from the last three seasons 
paint a bleak picture as clubs desperate¬ 
ly try to find ways to retain a dwindling 
supporter base during the economic 
downturn. 


Attendances for this campaign are down 
more than 12 per cent on average from the 
2007-08 season. While clubs on the up like 
Dover and Dartford have been relatively pro¬ 
tected, two-thirds of non-league clubs in the 
survey, have sustained severe drops. 

Barry Bright, chairman of the Kent County 
Football Association and vice-chairman of the 
Football Association, is most concerned about 
what happens if the trend continues and the 
strain becomes too much for those running 
the clubs. 

He said: “I’m not sure the next generation 


are there to take over. Who really is going to 
take over a club really struggling in this day 
and age? If you look at these clubs it’s the 
same people for many years making sure the 
club continues. They are holding everything 
together. 

“Take a club like Sittingboume; they have 
two or three people working themselves into 
the ground to keep a club alive for 140 people 
coming through the turnstiles. 

“There must come a point where they say ‘is 
this really worth it?’ I think that must go on in 
a lot of clubs.” 


United striker^ spell at Gills 
a break from the old Roo-team 


FEBIAN Brandy may have 
swapped training with Wayne 
Rooney and Rio Ferdinand for 
a spell in League One with 
Gillingham, but the England 
under-20 striker is desperate to 
impress at Priestfield. 

The 20-year-old signed a 
three-month loan deal with 
Gillingham this week to help 
boost the club’s strike force. 

Brandy has yet to get close to 
first-team action at Old 
Trafford, having been at the 
club since the age of nine, and 
has spent much of his last two 
seasons on loan in League One, 
with spells at Swansea and 
Hereford. 

While readily admitting he 
knows nothing about 
Gillingham, the diminutive for¬ 
ward sees it as another oppor¬ 
tunity to advance his career. 

He said: “I never see going 
anywhere as a step down. 
You’ve got to see it as a step-up 
because you’ve made that deci¬ 
sion to go and improve yourself. 
It’s down to you to improve it. 

“Obviously at United at this 


stage I’m never going to be in 
front of Rooney, [Dimitar] 
Berbatov or anyone that’s 
there. Reserve team football is 
competitive, but at my age you 
need to be in a league where it’s 
going to be more competitive, 
so I think a loan spell is the 
best option for me.” 

Brandy’s most productive 
spell came at Hereford last sea¬ 
son, scoring four goals in 14 
starts for the struggling side. 
His CV also includes scoring 
the only goal to win the 2007 
Champions Youth Cup against 
Juventus and earlier this sea¬ 
son he started every game for 
England at the under-20 World 
Cup in Egypt. 

Gills manager Mark 
Stimson, who has long been an 
admirer of Brandy, is looking 
forward to working with him. 

He said: “To be at a club like 
that on a professional contract 
you must have some ability. I’ve 
seen it and he has. He’s repre¬ 
sented England as well, so 
hopefully he can come here and 
help us climb the league.”
